Women Shen!d Own Their Own Lives, Says 
Rev, Kin st J. Savage, of New York 
2 —Aihe Stodern Nem: mn. 


The ideal of woman that las pre- 
dominatod ‘in the past has been as 
one dependent on some mnn, develop- 
ed only on her sentiment cldc—lov- 
ing, drooping, tender, | slinging}.car- 
ed for, watched over, protccled, sup- 
ported by some man, ‘This has been 
the ideal woman of tho past. Idcals, 
however, are the creation of conii- 
tions, and changed conditions of ne- 
cessity work changes in the predom- 
nant ideals of tho world. 

What to-day is the position of wo- 
man in the family? Woman used to 
be completely in the powcr of the 
husband. In the old day he could 
put her to death if he pleased, and 
nobody could call jt in question. He 
could beat or abuse her to any ¢x- 
tent. He could send her out of his 
home. He could take into that home, 
in spite of her wishes and protests, 
as many other women as he Pleased, 
and she had no power to prevent it 
She had no control of her own mon- 
She had no contro! of her one 
n the 


children. She was helpless 
hands of the man. 

But, now, thank God, so far o8 
these things are concerned ~ we ate 
beginning to get just a little civiliz- 
ed, at least in some places. Women 

re beginning to be recognized as 
faving right of their own, as bav- 
ing the same right to stand on 
thelr own feet, think {heir gyn 
thoughts, 8 thelr own words, 
live their own lives, as men have. 
Woman is beginning to be granted 
that she may havo an intercst in her 
own children. Sho is beginning to 
attain her majority—to he free, This 
fs the attitude that is coming in tho 
homo. 


To-day there are a large numikr 
of occupations into which women 
have entered. ‘They are successfully 
competing with men. They aro do- 
ing the work and doing it well, so 
that the chances are that if the pre- 
sent tendency holds we shall havc to 
face the fact by and by that women 
are standing on their own feet, carn- 


{ng their own living, having their * 


own bank accounts, engaging in 
Dusiness for themselves and are de 
efding for themselves as to whether 
they shall occupy this position or 
that Instead of being furced into it 
by necessity. 

‘The tendency is all along the line 
of the coming of women Into a lar 
er and freer life in politics, in) re- 
ligion, in the family, cs to occupa- 
tion, as to education. 

In every department of society wo- 
men are pressing ngainst the bar 
riers, and the barriers are here and 
there giving way—Rev, Minot T. 
Savage, of New York. 





Canadiaa Yarmera Prosperous. 

The Canadian Government has {s- 
sucd a ¢ensus bulletin which gives 
statistics as to agriculture in Alber- 
ta, Assiniboia and Saskatchewan, 
which, united, compose the North- 
west Territories. The totel arca of 
these territories fis 190,963,117 
acres, and only 6,569,064 are occu- 
pied as farms. Of this aren 75.99 
per cent. is unimproved. Field crops, 
exclusive of hay, occupy 53 per cent. 
of the improved land, but only a fair 
beginning has been made with fruit 
trees and ¥egctables. The area of 
land in wheat, oats, bariey, rye. 
corn, peas, potatoes and other field 
roots in 1891 was 194,773 acres. 
The inercose at the end of the last 
decade was 694.073 acres, or 333 per 
cent. The production of homemade 
butter is nearly twice o8 much as 
ten years ago, anid in the interval 
ten fnctorics have been put into op 
cration.

A picturesque old tand is Brittany 
Thero the peasants ti) the earth fp 
youave trousers, torcador jackets, 
covered with Arabesque cinbroidcrics, 
and green waisteouts around which 
runs a line of criuson. The women 
wear short, roitskiris, great Medici” 
collars and cuffs that flutter about 
their heads like the wings of doves, 
From bencath the points of their 
black caps the children gaze at you 
with wide «yes full of the curiosity 
of animals. 

These people live in houses built 
of sculptured granite, and sleep in 
openwotk closets, carved like the 
moucharabicks of Egypt. 

In spite of the ‘Breton Interiors’’ 
and “Returns of the Fisherman’’ with 
which painters swamp the market, 
this race is still unknown—or mis- 
understood. For they should be 
seen, not in paintings, but In their 
homes, in their old time strects, on 
market days, and when, in fair time, 
the tents are pitched in the village 
market places. 

Ficry little horses drive to market 
fish, fine vegetables, and all the carly 
produce of Roscofl, They are spread 
out upon the sidewalk. Chickens 
cackle; goats bicat: pigs, tied by the 
tail, strain toward the vegetables, 
sniffing at the fresh greens. - 

Farmers, in sabots, carrying great 
Dluo umbrellas under their arms, with 
the two ribbons of their felt hats 
floating down their backs. pick thelr 
way ainong the Dinan china display- 


ed on the ground—< pacioys soup tu- 
Teens, tides fuss aah Crate Zobeisd 
with painted flowers and grotesque 
figures. 

The peasants converse with but 
few gestures; they bargain in gutter- 
al toncs. 

These taciturn people forget them- 
selves in the bar-rooms on fair days. 
The taverns are full of noise. You 
may hear the sound of an accordion 
and the plaintive note of tho bip‘ou 
(a sort of bagpipe). leading monoto- 
Hous dances. 

Into the harbor come boats laden 
with @sh; no other boats go out. 
The fishermen arc full of business. 
Next week will occur the departure 
for the new country. There are wo- 
men who weep. 

Above all this agitation the smoke 
of the village chimneys mingle with 
the great white clouds. The quist sea 
mirrors the sun. 


Glasgew Municipal Street Rallwayse 


The ninth annual report of the 
Tramways Committee of the Town 
Council, for the twelve months end- 
ing May ist last, has fust been 
issued, and it shows a net balance on 
the year’s working to the credit of 
the committee of no less than £100,- 
276. The total revenue was £655,~ 
572, avi the working oxpenses, in- 
cluding depreciation, £431,870, thus 
leaving a gross balance of £224,- 
702. During the year moro than thir- 
teen miles of double track extension 
was constructed, making tho total 
length of the tramways now owned 
or leased by the corporation between 
aixty-four and sixty-five miles doub‘e 
track. 

The system now provides for half- 
penny, thrcehalfpenny, and two- 
pence halfpenny fares, as well as 
penny, two-penny, otc. Thero were 
over 108,000,000 penny fares, and al- 
most fifty-seven million halfpenny 
ones. Next in order caino the three- 
halfpenny fares, with almost 10,00U,- 
000. ‘There is an intoresting para- 
graph in the report with nyard to 
conductors and inotormen, Since the 
inauguration of tho municipal sys 
tem, ‘‘the city,’ it states, “has 
found it absolutely necessary to c¢x- 
ercise the’ very greatest care in tho 
selection and*training of conductors 
and motormen. After boing tcstod 
for sight, hearing, ete., all men be 
fore being engaged undergo a_ very 
stringent medical examination.” 

For the first six months all men 
act as conuuctors; they then require 
to pass through the training school 
for motormen, and no man is passed 
as a qualified motorman tniess ho 
has proved himself to be thoroughly 
competent.—Dublin Freeman's Jour- 
nal.

Why New Zealand Henors Bacon. 


New Zealand is about to crect @ 
monument to Francis Dacon, popur 
larly known as “tho great Lord Ba- 
con,” in recognition of his services, 
not in. writing the works of Shako- 
speare, as some persons alloge. but 
for inventing that method of ,preserv- 
ing meat by the frozen process to 
which not only New Zealand but like 
wise Australin owes so much of {ts 
prosperity. 1¢ seems that Sir Fran- 
cis Bacon not only was the pioneer 
of the incat freezing process, but ac- 
tually brought about his death by 
his enthusiasm in experimenting with 
the notion, Driving in Highgate ono 
day he left his carriage tu collect 
soine snow with which to stuf oa 
fowl by way of noting the cficct of 
cold on the preservation of its Mesh. 
In doing this he brought onvan  at- 
tack of bronchitis to which/ho .suc- 
cumbed In a few days, 1t has taken 
nearly three centuries for the idea to 
work out to the practical benefit of 
New Zealand, Australia and tho 
United States. But late as it is, the 
leaders of the great frozen meat — in- 
dustry of tlds country amight do 
‘vorse thit follow tho example of 
New Zealand and crest a statue to 
the man who may not have written 
Shakespearo’s works, but who cere 
tainly did invent the method of pro- 
serving ment by means of vold,

No citizen was better known 
than Mr. Robertson, who was kindly in 
his dealing with all classes, md this was 
attested by tho unirersal exprossiona 
of regret which were heard cn all hande 
when the nows of his death lecame noised 
about.

De Chailla'’s High Ideal of Womanhood 
and the Obligations It Imposed on 
the Great Traveler.

Delhi's Famous Jron Pillar. 

The famous iron pillar of Delhi Is 
dealt with in Cassier's Magazine. 
The pillar is a solid shaft of 
Wrought iron, 16 inches in diameter, 
and of a length that is variously re- 
ported. The total length is from 48 
to GO fect underground and above, 
including n capital of 34 feet. ‘The 
pillar contains about 80 cubic feet 
of metal, und weighs about seventeen 
tons. The metal is, of course, char- 
coal fron, made directly from ore in 
small bilicts, but how it was weld- 
ed up no one can tell, as no record 
exists of any carly method of deal- 
ing with great masses of wrought 
iron. An inscription roughly cut or 
punched upon the column states that 
Rajah Dhara subducd a people in the 
Surdhu, named Vahlikos, and ob- 
tainod with his own arm an undivid- 


ed sovercignty on the carth for a 
long period. ‘The date of the in- 
scription has been referred to the

It is ono of the best 
Ppreventatives of discaso and purifiers 
of the animal system we have, or at 
least that we know of. It helps to 
purify the digestive organs and acts 
as a stimulus by purifying the blood 
and toning up the system in gencral. 
Tt docs not need to be crushed fino, 
mixed with other food and compel 
them to cat it, but all that is ncc- 
j essary 4s to break it up in small 
pioces convenient for them to swal- 
low. Thy will produco more eggs 
if they have plenty of charcoal of 
easy access, ‘The cost of charcoal is 
but a trifle, even when bought, and 
if you burn wood in your stove the 
fire ashes may bo sifted out and the 
j black coals saved and pounded in 
| ploces about the slve of a grain of 
corn and placed in small piles where 
the fowls can get it easily. It is es- 
pectally valuable during the spring 
and summer months, for then it ‘is 
that the blood is sluggish and needs 
something to purify it, and it is 
from this reason principally, that 
tnost of the poultry diseases come 
during these months.—Poultry,

The actual time involved in a jour- 
ney between New York and London, 
or vice versa, is best proved by the 
statement of the tinw occupied in 
forwarding tho mall, which is sub- 
ject to no dolay, writes Sir Robert 
Bond, Promicr of Newfoundland. Tho 
United States postofhce department 
issued a statement last year show- 
ing the average ‘time which actual- 
ly olapsed between tho mails leaving 
New York postoficy and reaching the 
London postofiice, as follows:

Edlward Cocker, who lived in’ the 
Teign of Charles If., is chicfly known 
tho 


to the present generation by 
common colloquialisin, ‘‘According to 
Cocker,"" which ineans in accordance 
with arithinetical rules, I saw © tho 
other day amid the treasures of a 
private collketor a copy of the first 
edition of Cocker’a immortal work 
on arithmetic, published by “T, 
Passenger at the Three Bibles on 
Londen Bridge.’ Only two, or at 
least three, perfect copies are known 
to the book collector. One is in the 
Uritish Museurh. This particular 
copy, its brown morocco pitifully 
faved, bears on its title Page the

It contains what purports to be a 
a portrait of ‘ingenious Cocker.”’

Australia and the Navy. 

The Commonwealth Senate at Mel- 
bourne on Tuvsday passed the Naval 
Agreement Bill. The agreement, 
which is based on the conclusions ar- 
rived at by the Premiers’ Conference 
in London, is for a Colonial contri- 
bution of £200,000 annually for 10 
years, and is terminable at two 
years’ notice after the eighth year, 
The naval forco on the Australian 
station is to consist of one first, 
two second, and four third-class 
cruisers, and four sloops, A branch 
of tho Royal Naval Rescrve will be 
formed in Australia, consisting of 25 
oflicers, 700 inen, and four of the 
shire mentioned above (the other 
ships being kept in commission), to 
be manned by 1,600 Australians 
and New Zealanders, to be paid at 
Australian rates. The Bill had al- 
ready ‘passed the House of Represen- 
tatives.

Brantford Police Think They Have 
Irene Cole’s Slayer, 








Kennedy, Who Was Arrested Early Thurs- 
day Morning, Had Diced Stains on 
Hie Clothes, Which He Had Yartially 
Washed—Accused Was Seen by Several 
People In Vicinity of Where Body Was 
Yousd—He Pleads Not Guilty. 


Brantford, Oct, 2.—The murder of 
little Irene Cole, probably tho most 
revolting deed in the annals of Can- 
adian crime, surpassing in utter bru- 
tality even the fiendish killing of 
Glory Whalen at Collingwood a few 
months ago, has aroused intense in- 
dignation in the community, 

Joseph Kennedy, the Belfast man, 
who was arrested at 2 o’clock Thurs-

day morning in the loft of Hunt & 
Colter's boarding stable in rear of 
the Kerby House, has not confessed 
the crime, Jfe beara himself like a 
stoic, but if he had confessed the 
evidence could hardly be stronger 
against him. 

Joseph Kennedy, the accused, left 
Belfast, Ireland, on July 13 of this 
year, comiay out 6. the steaner 
La Manitoba. Kennedy served in 
South Africa with the Irish Horse, 
a Volunteer regiment recruited in tho 
capital of the North of Ireland. He 
was there a year, In Belfast Ken- 
nedy was chielly  cmployed as 
“coach,” and obtained splendid re- 
ferences from his employers, Which 
he had in his possession when ar- 
rested.

Brantford, Oct, 2.—The murder of 
little Irene Cole, probably the most 
revolting deed in the annals of Can- 
ddian crime, surpassing In utter bru- 
tality even the fiendish killing of 
Glory Whalen at Collingwood a few 
months ago, has aroused intense in- 
dignation in the community,

Jrene’s long absence from home 
caused her mother considerable an- 
xiety, ond When Mr, Cole returned 
from his employment about 4 o'clock 
he at once instituted a search, which 
rasulted in his comipg on the prono 
body of his darling. Sho was lying 
on her face, and a glance was sullici- 
ent to reveal the horrible nature of 
the crime, Poor little: Irtne was 
frightfully mutilated. Her left tem- 
ple bore a bruise as if cut with a 
blunt instrument, ber throat had an 
abrasion a couple of inches long, 
and there were bruises on the breaxt 
and shoulders, as well ax elsewhere, 
showing that crime more atrocious 
than murder had been cominitted, 

When the Coroner viewed the re 
mains they were removed to. W, 
Wood's — undertaking — cstablishment.

Sir Edward Carson’s Expose of 
United States Counsel. 





A Good Yoint Is Made—Bolle:tor-Genern} 
Makes Effective Use of Pittsburg Law- 
yer’e Miunder—President Sald He Had 
Netleed the Confusien—The Issues Are 
Jotaeg—Keon Analysis avd Criticism 
of United ttates Pesition. 


(Canadian Associated Press.) 

London, Oct. 2.—The argument be- 
fore the Alaskan Boundary ‘Tribunal 
will, it is expected, be ended by next 
Thursday. 

When the ‘rribunal resumed yester- 
day worning, the President read ao 
telegram from the Earl af Pembroke, 
thanking the Tribunal for its kind 
reference to the death of his brother, 
Sir Michael Herbert. 

Solicitor-General Carson  continu- 
ing his argument as to the southern 
boundary, could not see why the 
United States insisted on 54.40, sco- 
ing that the admitted point of com- 
mnencement was not on that parallel, 
and that that line did not enter anv 
inlet, but struck the continent. Why 
get on in the open ocean only to get 
off as the line approached an © ob- 
jective point? He said there could 
be no question as to Portland Chan- 
nel. No other body of water was so 
known then or since. 

The Map Was Upside Down. 


As to Mr. Watson's remarks that 
the British line from the head of 
the Portland Canal went southwards 
in secking the mountains on the 56th 
parallel, he said the statement was 
explaincd by the fact that Mr. Wat- 
son had his inap upside down. 

The President—"'I noticed the con- 
fusion at the time.” 

As to question 5, Sir Edward 
Strongly disputed Mr. Watson's in- 
terpretation that this question simp- 
ly amounted to this: Should the line 
Ko round the heads of the inlets? He 
said it meant, must the line neces- 
sarily go round the heads of all ine 
lets, for, supposing the existence of 
a dominant range of mountains run- 
ning up to the side of a deep inlet 
and continuing on the other side, 
surely the line should not‘leave the 
mountains merely to go round the 
head of the inlet, which might be a 
plain. 

He analyzed questions 5, 6 and 7.

“coast,”” “mainland coast,”* “‘occan,”* 
“mountains,”” and “what is an in- 





let?" He said the Tribunal had no 
bower to define, these expressions, or 
determine the extent of their own 
Jurisdiction. He criticized Mr, Taye 
lor’s definition of a coast, and said 
that his statement that there was no 
political coast on the tmxinland rest- 
ed on the erroncous assumption that 
Itussia Was in possession of the 
tainland when the treaty was made. 
Ile argued that the basis of the 
treaty was that before the treaty 
Was mado. He argued that the basis 
of the treaty was that before the 
treaty Russian did not own the terri- 
tory on the continent, and proceeded 
to prove this from many sources, in- 
cluding a positive statement of their 
prominent Statesinen, 
The Issues Are Juined, 

Sir Edward Carson, analyzing Mr. 
Watson's argument, disputed the lat- 
ter’s statement that Russia atipu- 
lated for a Warrier in the sense indi- 
cated by Mr, Watson, and further 
Juined issue with the United States 
that such a barricy must not include 
Water. He criticized the position of 
the United States that it was ne 
cessary to find mountains in the 
ground corresponding to the negoti- 
ators’ maps or else the mountain line 
must be altogether discarded for the 
100 leagues line. He said the negoti- 
ators well known that the mountains 
on maps Were conventional signs, and 
that it was intinitely improbable 
they would be found to exist in na- 
ture exactly as depicted. No man 
knew this better than Mr. Cannings 
The treaty called for mountains, not 
a symmetrical range, Further, it 
Was not the mountains, but a line 
along the summit of the mountains 
that was to be chosen, thus disprov- 
ing tho necessity for continuity be- 
tween the boundary, He emphasized 
his contention that it is the treaty 
that is under discussion, and pro- 
tested against the attempt to in- 
corporate anybody's maps intu it ax 
an outrage. He denied that continuity 
Was implied by the use of the singu- 
Jar in *‘la crete des montagnes,”’ and 
quoted French authorities to prove 
that the singular wax used to indi- 
cate individual summitx, not one 
connected whole.

THE LEONINE DUMAS. 


Blow His Worshipers Adored Their 
> Ltterary Idol, 

One evening In the beginning of June 
I was taken to the residence of Dumas, 
on the Boulevard Malesherbes, by an 
intimate friend of the great novelist. 
As one thinks of an Hon, with his shag- 
EY mane ‘full of the Jungle burs of ad- 
venture, so I can see the author of 
“SMonte-Christo” as he appeared on that 
memorable evening. Standing about 
were women friends, actresses, writers, 
poets, attracted by a world of romance 
symbolized in the figure seated In the 
middie of the salon. I was Instantly 
Impressed with two things—the fres- 
coes on the walls and the attitude of 
the host. He sat ike a silent oracle, 
surrounded by a crowd of female ad- 
mirers, the whole company sect off by 
panels representing life sized figures 
from Goethe's great dramna—Faust, 
Mephistopleles, Marguerite. There were 
no other pictures in the room. The in- 
fluence of these figures, the attitude of 
Dumas and his worshipers, concentrat- 
ed the mind on the quintessential ele- 
ment of romance. Half {ndifferent he 
sat, as some handsome young woman 
would stroke bis head, while another 
woukl place her hand on his shoulder, 
as they might have done with an old 
Non long tamed and without tecth. 
There was nothing to distract the mind 
from the harmony of idea and person- 
ality—the company of women might 
have been part of the frescoes and 
Dumas the creator of “Faust” Instead 
of “Monte-Christo.” There was an en- 
chanted element about the people and 
the room. 

The whole company conversed among 
themselves, standing ns if they were 
at court, white the host sat still and 
mused. I was heki by the mystery, 
the fascination of the romantic atmos- 
phere, the peculiar spell of the huge 
mass that filled the fauten!l Ike an 
{dol of adamant. For there was some- 
thing of the {dol about the man. I 
thought of a Buddhist statue in a sit- 
ting posture, corpulent at the base, 
crisp at the top. The Jower part of the 
face was of porcine. dimensions, the 
skin swarthy, the halr curly, the ex- 
pression of the eyes calm and sphinx- 
like, Ie was a man who not only had 
invented life, but had seen it.—Critlc. 





DEER LACK STAMINA. 


The Wild and Fleet Footed Antmals 
Are Soon Fagged Ont. 

“It seems to be the opinion of a 
great many people that deer and ante- 
lope are at the top notch amon anl- 
mals as far as speed is concerned,” said 
a Dakota ranchman. “I have often 
heard the expressions ‘as swift as an 

anurevape’.and “be can_run like a deer,’ 
but the fact ls any good horse can PM 
over Mr. Deer or Mr, Antelope within 
a mile on level or nearly level ground. 
“ET will guarantee to take any first 
class cow pony and run down any decr 
that ever lived inside of two miles, pro- 
vided the ground be level and the deer 
has no more than twenty-five or thirty 
yards start. I often hare scen cow- 
boys rin down and rope a deer within 
half a mile. This, of course, can only 
be done when you are riding up tho 
wind and surprise a bunch of deer or 
antelope feeding or lying down In a 
depression where they do not see or 
scent you till you are almost on them. 
Over a rough or hilly country your 
horse wouldn't be In it with a deer. 
“The action of a deer under full speed 
reminds me of nothing so much as a 
seashell scht ricochetting over the sur- 
face of smooth water. They don't gal- 
lop; they simply bound, and that, Is 
where they Jose speed over level 
ground. But I have seen deer bound 
straight up the side of a mountain and 
&0 fully as fast as if on the level, and 
no living animal can catch them at the 
uphill game. d 
“Deer have tremendous vitality. I 
have never seen one drop instantly 
whon shot. They will make a jump or 
two even when shot through the heart. 
“Your true deer huater will never 
shoot a deer running from him, as tho 
bullet will invariably spoil the hams 
and hind quarters. Most of the west- 
ern deer hunters can turn a deer when 
he is running full speed from him with 
a shrill. whistle. The deer almost al- 
ways will turn to see what that sound 
menns, only for a fraction of a second, 
perhaps, but that is the hunter's oppor- 
tunity, and Mr. Deer generally gets it 
in the neck about that time."

At the zoo the zebra, wild ass, deer 
and ostrich went into paroxysms of 
rage at the sound of the piccolo, al- 
though they had manifested various 
signs of pleasure over the violin and 
fiute.

THE KING COBRA. 


it Ia Considered the Most Dangerous 
of All the Snake Family, 

Snakes, venomous snakes, may be dl- 
vided Into two classes, the cobras and 
the viperoids. The cobras, inhabitants 
of distant Indla, form a class apart. 
To the viperoids belong all other ven- 
pmous species, including our own splen- 
did. rattler, the moccasin, the fer de 
lance of the West Indies and the dead- 
ly bushmaster of Venezuela and .the 
Gulanas, 

Diametricaliy opposite, though equal- 
ly fatal, are the effects of the cobra 
and the vlperoid polson. Diamctrically 
opposite, also, are the two methods of 
attack. The cobra at times is aggres- 
sive, the king cobra being sald even to 
pursue man. Silent, without the least 
warning and from a place where you 
would least suspect, the round bead 
darts out of a thicket, a sharp pain 
causes you to exclalm, and the frightful 
fangs of the snake are buried in your 
fiesh. 
hold fast, while from five to ten feet of 
animated cable come stretching out of 
the thicket to coll Jelsurely beneath the 
dread head. . 

For this eternnl bold on the victim 
there Is a natural reason. The fangs of 
the ten foot cobra are but a third of an 
ineh long. It Js Impossible, therefore, 
to squirt the venom decp in a single 
stroke, In order to give the venom 
time to absorb the snake must retaln 
its hold, The fatal poison contains 
about 95 per cent of nerve destroying 
nnd abont 3 per cent of blood ‘destroy- 
ing elements. Within five minutes the 
pain Jeayes the wound, and even the 
shock of the attack begins to wear off. 
There fs ttle suffering, nor will there 
bo to the relentless end. Only If by 
chance the bite Is one from a small 
snake or if a fresh supply of antitoxin 
happens to be at hand is there a chance 
for your life, If one recovers from the 
immediate effects within a week one is 
as healthy as ever. While the polson of 
the cobra often kills within on hour, 
there have been cases where the 
“strike of a rattlesnake and a bush- 
master have caused death within ten 
minutes. Naturalists accept, however, 
that the king cobra, owlng to its great 
size and the consequent quantity and 
quality of polson emitted, Is the most 
dangerous of all the snakes, — Me- 
Clure's.

Everywhere you 
look you soc now buildings In ‘course 
of erection; there, ls, we were told, 
not an unemployed man in the place 
(previd'ng. of course, he wants to 
work); all tho workshops, mills and 
factories are ws busy as they can he, 
and, in Abort, In one or two respects 
Tweed at present puts one ini mind of 
what Bellevillc was about  twenty- 
five years ago, Tuc Intelligencer man 
called on Mfr. Robert Gordon, banker, 
of Tweed, and that gentleman, com- 
menting on the’ villago’s: phenomenal 
growth, said it was undoubtedly tho 
railways which were building it up. 
The C.P.1t und IL of Q.. both Couch 
at Tweed ow, and Mr. Gordon said 
theres was more railway business 
transacted there than at Peterboro. 
Though having excellent stores and 
well-paved streets, there is an off- 
hand breeziness about the place whieh, 
romchow or other, reminds one of a 
wostern town.

FRUITS AND FLOWERS, 


The northern slope of a biliside ts 
the best location for an apple orchard. 

The pear will come as near Learing 
a crop of frult every year as any other 
Ulnd of fruit. 

If the currant wo makes {ts ap- 
pearance, dust the (isge while the 
dew is on with white hellebore. 

In transplanting plants from pots in- 
Yert the pot and rap the bottom of it 
sharply, and the plant will come out. 

An overloaded grapevine will not 
mature {ts fruit. If it bears more 
than it ought it will ripen its frult 
late. 

Afr slaked iime sprinkled on rose- 

j bushes when the dew 1s on will de 
Stroy insects without injuring the 
bushes, 

Rose plants should have plenty of 
light and heat. Nothing will blight 
thelr buds sooner than shade and 
moisture. 

Nearly all cultivated fruits are labi¢ 
to overbear. This is always injurious 
and should be prevented. One of the 
best preventives is thinning. 

One of the best places to use coal 
ashes is around the base of the fruit 
trees, Put a mound of them around 
each tree. Borers will not be so apt to 
trouble them.

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The Roblin’s Alls fair; held on 
Saturday, was the lust one in this 
vicinity, but it was not by any 
means the least. Ob! dear, no! An 
point of (fact, In TWo classes of fex- 
hibits—frult and ladies’ faneywork— 
the fair on Saturday surpassed any 
we have scen this fall. Tho fruit was 
splendid, one could hardly imagine 
anything nicer. The County. of 
Prince Edward, as everybody knows, 
lays claim to being the banner frult- 
Browing county In Ontarlo, and no 
one could view tho frulg exhibit on 
Saturday without admitting that the 
claim was built on a falrly sound 
foundation. Thres fruit exhibitors at 
Roblin’s Mills also exhibited at jthe 
Toronto exhibition. It was a little 
early for them, they suid, as the'r 
fruit had not yet attained Its full 
ripeness, but thoy managed to walk 
off with $257 in jirlzes, which was 
not “too bad," as the boys would say. 
The fancy work exhibited on Satur- 
day must have made the ladies break 
that particular commandment which 
says “Thou shale not covet,” ete. 
There was some exquisite work in 
the way of embroidery, on bolting 
cloth, and faney pin cushions and 
Teneriffe laces and doylies that we'll 
bet some of the fair sex vould. Dheer- 
fully give a lock of their hair for, 
while the “put up” fruit and pickles, 
and the buns and home; made bread 
locked tempting to the Jast degree. 
The exhibits of tive stock were just 
about the same as those shown in 
other places, though the cattle and 
poultry hardly seemed so Zood as ut 
some fairs In this county. The vegee 
tables and grain eould not bo sur- 
passed. But, after all, the best ex- 
hibit was the peopls; woll dressed, 
socd-looking, well-inannored: it dld 
cne's heart good to stand among 
them; the cheerfulness and jollity 
was infectious. ‘There must be some 
thing in the air of Prince Edward 
County which conduces to bright 
eyes and Tight-heartedness In women 
and good-fellowship in men, but then 
anybody ean $e light-hearted when 
Providence smiles benignantly, and 
the wolf never geis near the door. 
That seems 20 about fit the case bof 
the people ‘who attended the fair on 
Saturday, For forty-eight years. naw, 
the Township of Ameliasburg Agri. 
cultural Society has been doing busi. 
hess at the same old stand, and they 
are, and have reason to be, proud 
of ‘the fact that in that time their 
fair has been steadily Inercasing in 
influence and uscfulness. Saturday's 
fair, in point of attendance and ex- 
cellenec of exhibits, was, we were 
told, quite as geod, if not the best, of 
any in the history of tho soclety, Of 
course, in these fairs, the bulk of the 
work and responsibility falls on the 
feerctary, and it is pretty xafe to 
assume that the stcretary of the 
Roblin's Mills fair, Mr. W. Or, ok 
Roblin, was not sorry when the day 
was over, for assuredly they kept 
him pretty busy. However, Mr. Rob- 
lin beamed complacenti¥ on all alike, 
and found time to be exceedingly 
courteous to the writer, for whieh 
ho hereby returns thanks.

Duke of Deveushire Hesigus,

Tonto, at the Dep't uf Agriculture, Ottawa, 

Chicago, Oct. 4.—In this scrmon 
the preacher tcaches a timely lesson 
on. the wisdom of exercising toler- 
ance and forbcaranco between man 
and man and reminds us that the 
faults and weaknesses which we con- 
demn in others may find a parallel 
in ourselves. The text is Philippians 
iv, 5, “Let your moderation bo 
knoWn unto all men.’’ 

What docs the Pauline word *‘mod- 
eration”? mean? ‘'I know,"’ says one. 
“It means: Do not bean sxtromist. 
Do not ride a hobby to death. Do 
not focus your cyes Upon one truth 
so long that you become blinded to 
the relative importance of other 
truths, nor upon one crror until you 
loso sight of tho evil effects of all 
other crrors. ‘Virtuo is a road which 
has ao hedge and a ditch on both 
sides,” once wrote a famous writer. 
A man may be moderate in ono thing 
and not in another.’’ 

*Let your moderation be known 
unto all men’? means: Dp not be a 
fanatic, a ono sided monstrosity, like 
a dove with one wing ‘cropped, fap- 
ping about in the barnyard and yet 





unable to riso ten feet into God's 
great heaven of blue. Do not ex- 
pend all your ecnergics preaching 


against the evils of intoxication and 
ut the same time be a glutton. Do 
not preach against gambling with 
cards when you gamble with  rail- 
road stocks. Do not berate tho 
thief who stcals a loaf of bread and 
honor the thief who cheats his 
neighbor in’ a real estate deal. Bo 
a well rounded man. Be like a plant 
with leaves and pistils and sta:nens 
and, sopals and petals growing upon 
o supple stein, able to bend every 
whither yet with roots anchored in 
the solid earth, and not like a bal- 
loon filled with a noxious gas, tossed 
about in tho air, tho plaything of 
evory stray wind. 

That the Pauline idea? No, my 
friend, you arc wrong. When Paul 
said, ‘Let your moderation be known 
unto all men,"’ he was not, as Bishop 
Villiers once expressed it, ‘alluding 
to the gratification of our desires 
generally, but especially temperance 
or self restraint in our relation to 
others, in our abstinence from anger 
and harshness and vengeance."” He 
is saying, as tho revised version 
translates the sentence. ‘‘Let your 
forbearance or gentleness be known 
unto all men.’’ To-day instead of 
preaching upon what you should eat 
and drink and wherewith you’ be 
clothed and how much exercise you 
should take I shall preach upon how 
you should smile and talk and shake 
hands and forgive and love. This 
sermonic theme is not how we should 
live, but how we should be willing 
to Iet others live. 

Be patient, in tho first place, even 
with the irritating idiosyncrasics and 
the offensive mannerisms that are 
found in almost every one with who 
we come in contact. Be patient with 
their peculiarities, especially if: they 
sro nonexsentials in reference to the 
honesty and noble characteristics of 
aman. Ie patient especially because 
Wrong types of marked individuality, 
if harn?sased in the right way, will 
often mean great xuccess for us and 
for those whom it is our privilege to 
influence. 

A strange law decrees that insanity 
is sometimes the handmaid of gunius, 
The inspired eye, which afar off can 
discover a star, ix often so nearsight- 
ed that it cannot sce a dlamond glit- 
tering close at hand. Joseph Cook 
was the {Intellectual and €ne mental 
and spiritual Wercules who stood 
year after year in old Boston forging 
Scriptural thunderbolts and damming 
back the pernicious and dangerous 
teachings of the leaders of anti- 
Christian doctrines. Yet Joseph 
Cook, great as ho was, would have 
been utterly unfitted for an ordinary 
pastorate. Ilis last days were pas- 
sed in a sanitarium, in a place con- 
secrated to the work of caring for 
inental incompetents. Joseph Cook's 
Urain was a magnificent picce of men- 
tal machinery, that, like other deli- 
cato machinery, was easily thrown 
out of gear. Thus we find that the 
Rreatest pocts and musicians and art- 
ists and sculptors, statesinen, dram- 
atists, Jawyers, physicians and imini- 
sters have sometimes been men of 
Startling strength. 

Tho startling chyracteristies, good 
or bad, which caa bo found in the 
ten talent men on a big scale can al- 
So be found in the one talent men on 
a sinall scale. In the ordinary walks 
of life everywhere are people cursed 
or marred with’ various imperfections 
‘They are good people in one sense, 
bat bad in another, We define them 
as “‘peculiar’’ people. We call them 
“peculiar’’ because through each runs 
a imental or physical weakness, as a 
mineral vein runs through the rocks 
of a :nighty mountain. We say: *'I 
like So-and-so, but he has one fear- 
fully irritating characteristic. He will 
muss Up a room every time he entera 
it." Or you say: ‘I like Mrs. So- 
and-so, but every time she calls she 
makes somo nettlesome remark that 
stings like a brier bush. When she 


comes to visit inc I am always glad 
to welcome her. When sno tenvee = 


am always gladder to sce her RO. 
She is novor with me ten minutes 
without making me unhappy. She 
soys something disagreeable about 
my-dress, my house, my children or 
my husband, Yos, I fecl and know 
‘that Mrs. So-and-so is a good wo- 
man and that she loves :ne, but she 
bas the tantalizing faculty of alwava

Ah, yes, All of 3 have had! such 
bitter experiences “as these from ~ tho 
irritating peculiaritios of our friends. 


So Paul tomes to us to-day in | the 
words of my text. He says: “My 
brother, you must bo lenient and 


gentle in your dealings with the faults 
and failings of others. You must bo 
ylelding, as the wave of an incoming 
tide is yielding. It first breaks it- 
self Into picces,and then crawls up 
and fits itsclf into all the nooks and 
crannies of the seashore. You must 
be yielding in the nonessentials, so 
that you can cause your life to be 
successfully fitted into the peculiari- 
ties of others, as “one factory wheel 
will fit into the cogs of another 
Wheol."’ 

Would that we might always prac- 
tice Benjamin Franklin’s gospel — of 
moderation! His toleration of the 
nonessentials of life was never more 
grandly demonstrated than in the 
Jast great public service which he 
rendered to his country. > When over 
eighty years of age he made the per- 
oration of his life in pleading for the 
adoption of the constitution of the 
United States in the great constitu- 
tional convention which inet in Phila- 
delphia in 1787. Ho admitted, dur- 
ing his address, that the constitu- 
tion under discussion did not satisfy 
him in toto. He wanted one legis- 
Jative assembly, not two. He want- 
ed an executive council, with the 
president at the head, instend of all 
executive power being invested in one 
man. Ife wanted the president — of 
the United States to serve without 
salary. ‘But,’ said the grand old 
Sage of Philadelphia, ‘‘the older I 
grow the more I doubt my own «in- 
fallibility and the more I believe that 
others may occasionally be right. I 
am not like the French Jady who ono 
day said (0 her sister, ‘I du not know 
how {t happens, sister, but t inect 
with nobody but myself that is al- 
Ways in the right.’ Therefore, 
though I may not like this constitu- 
tion in toto, I do feel that it is tho 
best for all partica upon which we 
could ever agree, And, Mr, Presi- 
dent, T cannot help expressing a wish 
that every member of this convention 
Who may still have objections to it 
would with me on this occasion 
doubt a little of his own infallivility, 
and to make manifest our unanimity 
put his name to this instrument.” 
That plea of Benjamin Franklin is a 
00d exposition of what Paul's mod- 
eration means. It means giving up 
a little in order to ft your life into 
the nonessential peculiarities of other 
people. 

Blood should be thicker than water. 
Blood should be a potent factor tn 
the making or uninaking of a man, 
T am in no sense 9 fatalist. I ain 
not one of those indifferent, never 
mmy care men who try to excuse their 
sloth and laziness by advocating the 
doctrine, “What is to be will be. and 
what is not to be will not Le!’ I 
am not foolish enough to think that 
“‘a man can be born to be eternally 
destroyed, na matter how he may try 
to prevent it or what he may do or 
xay."" But I-am one of those he 
lieving people who are ready to grant 
that, by reason of the operation of 
the Jaws of heredity, it is harder for 
some people to do right than for 
others, and to grant also that, be 
cause of heredity, It is easier for 
suing to do wrong than for others, 
Blood thicker than water? Of courso 
it is. All of us should believe what 
our eyes everywhere behold.  Bald- 
win apples do not grow upon fall 
pippin trees unless ingrafted. In the 
spiritual as well as in the vegetablo 
and animal kingdoms, “like always 
produces like."" “. 

The heredity law in all its differs 
ent aspects being agreed upon, why 
should you not bo patient in your 
dealings with those whose ancestors 
were not good and true and pure 
Christian, as were/your fathers | and 
grandfathers and great-grandparents? 
Iiave you the right to expect the 
child of an Aztce sun worshiper, with- 
in the first year of his conversation; 
to have as beautiful a conception of 
the cross aa tho child of that Indian 
missionary who last year gave up his 
life for Christ within sight of a hore 
rible ghat burning upon the banks of 
the Ganges?

Former Colenjal Secretary Speaks to the 
Colontes as Kinsmen, and Offers a 
Preference For sm Consideration in 
Return—Deciares That Food Will Be 
Cheaper te British Workmen—Protect- 
son Is Hie Battle Cry. 


Glasgow, Oct. 7.—Whatever may be 
the opinion held regarding the great 
question which Mr. Chamberlain has 
raised, or the probable-issue of his 
cumpaign, it is generally adimitted 
that he has opened it in a masterly 
manner, For nearly two hours last 
night he had o vast and enthusiastic 
audience absorbed. As though in- 
spired by the knowledge that the 
practical collapse and breakup of the 
Unionist party left him in sole pos- 
session of the ficld, bo spoke with 
more than his customary energy and 
persuasivencss. 

It wns an inspiring sceno within 
St. Andrew's ifall, where he deliver- 
ed his speech. Every corner of the 
nuditorium was packed with a crowd 
cheering, singing and waving hand- 
kerchiefs as Mr. Chamberlain went to 
the platform. A distinguished com- 
pany of peers and members of | the 
House of Commons wore present. He 
Was greeted at the close with a great 
demonstration, Tho points of | his 
specch attracting remarkable attcn- 
tion were his culogy of Mr. Balfour; 
his representation of the coming 
struggle as one greater in its conse- 
quences than the Boor war; his de- 
scription of the American tari! as 
an abomination.

Mr. Chamberlain stated his plan 
of fiscal reform brichy as follows:

~TONIY SHORT SESSION HELD CO FEET 


Dickenson, For United’ States, 
Continues His Argument. 





Declares It to He the Daty of the Alusin 
BoundaryTribunal to Define the BMear- 
ing and Application of Several Words 
in the Treaty—Russia Played to Win 
by Reciprocal Privileges Yrom Both 
Mritalo and Usited States. 


London, Oct. 7.—(C. A. P.)—Mr. 
Dickenson yesterday. before tho Alas- 
kan Commission argued that the line 
should be drawn froin the head of 
Portland ‘Canal: along the valley, 
continuing in a° general direction 
along the cabal until the 56th par- 
allel is reached, He declared it was 
the duty of the Tribunal to define 
the meaning and application of the 
words “cobb,” ~“ocean,”’ *‘xinuosi- 
tics’’ and the like, otherwise there is 
no use of their being here. 

Mfe discussed article seven of the 
treaty of 1825, and said Russia 
knew that England claimed territory 
lying south of 54.40 latitude-as well 
as the United States, but did not 
know which had the better claim, so 
she took reciprocal privileges there 
from both to make strc. 

Me argued that the term = “‘nerth- 
West coast of America’ ineans tho 
whole coast. ‘The British: contention 
limits it to the lisiere. 

He then took up and discussed 
what he terined the crucial question 
of the meaning of the word ‘‘coast,’’ 
and argued that oll the negotiators 
of the treaty of 1825, Canning, Ba- 
got, Pelly, the Russians, everybody, 
considered it to mean the whole 
const, not a coast composed partly 
of land and partly of a line” drawn 
across the water. Their use of the 
expression *‘sinuositics of the coast,”’ 
he said, put this beyond doubt. 

The Commission adjourned at 1 p. 
nm. 


DANGER IN THE HIGH DIVE. 


Deafacss a Frequent Iajery to 
Those Not Initiated, 

“Except for those who hare an espe 
clal aptitude for {t—and they are few— 
high diving is a dangerous pastime to 
indulge in,” sald a diving expert the 
other day. “A good diver may occa- 
sionally lose bis balance, but, being 
generally cool headed, he can regain It, 
or at any rate sufficiently so ns to pre- 
vent injury to himself, 

“In the majority of cases denfness is 
the most frequent Injury Infiicted by 
diving. The cause of this is that few 
find It easy to drop the head sufficiently 
to get it well between the arms, The 
result Is they receive some tremendous 
blows on the head, and if the water Is 
struck a bit sideways the ear gets most 
of the concussion, and the result will 
frequently be a rupture of the mem- 
brane of the tympanum. A good pre- 


ventive for such an accident is to place, 


in the ears a little medicated wool or 
cotton dipped In oil. 

“Another InJury to health caused fre. 
quently by diving arises fromm getting 
large quantities of water Into the lungs. 
The extent of the harm done In cases 
of this xert depends on the condition of 
the water as to its cleanliness. I have 
often seen boys, for instance, dive into 
water at places where it was sbsolute- 
ly filthy from the evacuation of drain- 
age into it. The danger to health, es- 
peclally to those with not overstrong 
constitutions, can readily be scen. 

“The higher the dive the longer, of 
course, will be the duration under wa- 
ter. Now, an {inexperienced diver is 
tarely able to hold bis breath under 
water for more than a second or two 
at a time, and If the dive is an unusu- 
ally high one he will in nine cases ont 
of ten gire up the struggle in trying to 
retain his breath and invariably, too, 
just before is head reaches the sur 
face.; The result not infrequently is 
that the water that has escaped into 
bis lungs and stomach is far more than 
is good for him, and to many it {8 posl- 
tively Injurlous, ; 

“The best thing I know of to bring 
one quickly to the surface in high div- 
ing {s to have a plece of cork fastened 
under each armpit. Corks weighing 
four ounces each are sufficiently strong 
in buoyancy for a man of 150 pounds 
in weight, There are many devices by 
whieh the corks can be kept secured 
under the armpits. Perhaps the sim- 
plest Is to sew ench cork into a tight 
Atting canvas or cotton bag and then 
again sew each bag on to the bathing 
sult by a couple of strands, allowing 
the strands to run over the shoulders. 

“Those with weak hearts,” the expert 
added, “cannot be too strongly advised 
against bigh diving. The spripg, the 
rush through space, the break and the 
entering and cleaving of the water arg 
altogetber too exciting for weak hearts, 
and especially so in cold weather.”

HOW EAGLES FIGHT. 


A Furlour Battie Hetween Two of 
the Big Birds, 

A sinall party of gentlemen, most all 
of whom had tinge’ of sporting procliv- 
ities in their blood. were discussing the 
subject of chicken fighting. An old 
farmer from lappahanuock county,

“Gentlemen,” sild he, “In my time 1 
have seen some bang up chicken fights, 
but the greatest Nght I ever saw be- 
tween birds in all my born’days was a 
contest between a bald engls and a 
gray eagle near my old place in Rappa- 
hannock. 

“This fight took place on the bank of 
the river. I couldn't forget it if I lived 
to be as old as Methusela. I was the 
only spectator and saw the struggle 
from start to finish. The bald eagle 
had caught a muskrat and was about 
to eat it for brenkfast when the gray 
eagle soared down and attempted to 
rob the other one of its prey. Then 
commenced the combat, and, Lord, how 
the feathers flew! They fought with 
wings, beaks and talons, and I could 
hear the talons crack.when they struck 
and tore each ether. The sounds made 
by thelr wings as they buffeted one an- 
other were like explosions of musketry, 





demoniacal. The battle lasted fully 
fifteen minutes and wound up with a 
victory for old baldy, who drove the 
gray eagle away and then resumed his 
interrupted breakfast. 

“Ob, yes, there are a great many ea- 
gles up in my part of the state,” said 
the old agriculturist jn reply to a ques- 
tion. “There are plenty of high rocks 
and lofty trees whereon they build 
their nesta. We farmers do not give 
them any latitude, however. Whenerer 
one of these big birds is seen soaring 
about the poultry yard, or, in fact, any- 
where about the farin, It’s ‘Johnnie, get 
your gun,’ because It not infrequently 
happens that good sized chickens, young 
lambs or little piga are carried away by 
them, so theyre very unwelcome rvisit- 
ors.” 





YACHT RACING. 


Thie Expensive Sport Was Begun Ia 
England Ia 1062, 

Though vessels answering to the 
character of yachts were in uso by 
royal personages from an early date— 
Queen Elizabeth, for instance, bad one 
bullt at Cowes, Isle of Wight, in 1583— 
the word “yacht” was not used until 
the year 1060, when the Dutch present: 
el a “Jacht’ named the Mary te 
Charles If., says the London Chroni- 
cle. In Evelyn's Diary, under Oct. 1, 
1661, occurs the entry, “I sailed this 
morning with his majeaty In one of lig 





yachts, vessels nof known among’ us> 


tll the Dutch East India company pre- 
sented that curious plece to the king, 
being very excellent sailing vessels.” 

Yacht racing commenced fn 1662, 
when Charles IL., who had some yachts 
bullt for him by Sir Phineas Pett, 
wagered $500 that a yacht of his would 
beat n Dutch one owned by his brother, 
the Duke of York, afterward James 11. 

But the growth of yacht sailing was 
slow, and {it Is not until 1720 that an 
authentic record of a yacht club Is 
found, In which year the Cork Harbor 
Water club, now known as the Royal 
Cork Yacht club, was forined. In 1512 
na similar club, the Yacht club, was 
forined at Cowes by some fifty yachts: 
inen. This club In 3820 attracted the 
notice of the Duke of Clarence. after- 
ward William [V., when Its title was 
nitered to the Royal Yacht squadron, 
Cowes. Fourteen years later William 
IV. presented the first royal cup to this 
club, But in 1851 only 500 yachts were 
in existence. Since the international 
yacht rce of that year the increase In 
the number has been immense. 

In America, the Chronicle says, “the 
sport may be sald to hare commenced 
in 1814, in which year the New York 
Yacht club was formed, and the bis- 
tory of that club is practically the bis- 
tory of American yachting’*

There are 
millions of souls starving for the 
gospel and it was the bounden duty 
of all to do what was in’ 4hbeir power 
to assist In sending It to them. Mfen 
ci God were needed in order to min- 
ister to tha spiritual wants of the 
heathen jrople. Those who cannot go 
should contribute of their means to 
sond those who can. In speaking of 
his subject proper he referred to the 
fact that there was need of much 
mission work ‘in this country, espec- 
ially in the ‘Northwest Territories, 
where the workers are few and fhe 
territury large. As an cxample of 
the need tof clergy, he referred to the 
Diocese of Athubaska, which was 
200,000 square miles, ana there were 
only six clergy, to do the work. ‘If 
we desire to hold the people in this 
Vast country we must minister to 
their spiritual wants. Ho said that 
the ‘Anglican churches in Betleville 
wero doing pwell in regard to mission 
work, but more might- possibly be 
done. In concluding the Archdeacon 
made 4m earnest appeal for assist- 
anc, 

Bishop Mills address was in refers 
ence to Diecesin missions. In his 
cpening remarks His Lordship re- 
forred to the attendance not being 
large, and regretted thei the meet- 
ingy was held on the samé even ny 
that the annual meeting of the .ble 
Seciety was boing td in this city, 
but it could not bave been avoided. 
A missionary mecting should be In- 
teresting, as it was one of the im- 
portant parts of church work and 
had the aunction of God. God's com- 
mand was to sa out inte the world 
and preach the gospel to all crea- 
tures. We should be epistles of God, 
read and known of ail menvand geek 
to make God's way known the world 
over. Inu ‘the Diocese of Ontario, 
even in the northern portion of Hast- 
ings County, there was need of ‘mis- 
sion work. The yist of His Lordship's 
address was ithat all should give at 
feast one-tenth of their substance for 
the work of the church. We, too, 
often overlook our relationship to 
God and our rights and privileges. 
We are but mere stewards of what 
we possess, All comes from Almigh- 
ty God. He causes the sun to shine, 
the rain to descend and the earth 
to bring forth Its frults. As one- 
seventh of wur time is or ‘should be 
devoted to ‘the serviec of God, so 
should one-tenth of our increase be 
given to God. We have been ‘pros- 
yered by Almighty, God, and should 
we not give Hin at least one-tenth 
of our substance? There would not 
be men and women starving to death 
spiritually If we gave as we havo 
prosjered. Give in faith and love, 
and God would not only bless us 
spiritually, but increase our stores.

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THE UPPER MISSISSIPPI. 


Trip That Compares Favorably With 
the Big Rivers of Earth. — 

He who has made a yoyage from 8t- 
Paul to St.” Louls by boat In tho 
springtime or the autumn has scen the 
finest river scenery that may. be ob- 
served from the deck of a steamer, ¢x- 
cepting that of the Hudson and the 
Rhine, Yet few people are aware re 





pleasure and beauty of such a I 
have floated down nearly all of the 
great rivers. The Amazon from’ Ma- 
naos, the great rubber market, about 
1,500 miles from the sea, is a vast, ugly 
volume of water without any beauty 
whatever. The Orinoco from Cludad 
Bolivar is a small edition of the Am- 
azon, although ‘the tropical jungles 
which Ine Its banks are mysterious In 
their denseness and are supposed to 
conceal all sorts of wild beasts and 
creeping things. The Parana, which 
flows from Paraguay down past Bue- 
nos Ayres mnd Montevideo, is more like 
the Mississippl than any of the others 
except that it lacks the bold cliffs and 
charming towns and villages that over- 
look the Father of Waters. The Mag- 
dalena of Colombia, the fourth largest 
river In South America, is a turbid 
stream that is elther very low or very 
high, according as you trarel in the 
rainy or dry season of the year. Its 
banks are lined with tropical forests, 
often impenetrable, nnd It changes its 
course as dften as the Missourl It has 
a wild sort ce splendor, but It docs not 
compare with the Mississippl in any re- 
spect. 

In Europe the Danube Is more like 
the Mississippi than any other river 
and drains a similar country. The pas- 
senger boats are much superior be- 
cause the proprietors cater to the tour- 
ist patronage. For several centuries 
‘the governments of the provinces 
through which the Danube runs have 
been Improving Its channel and walling 
up Its banks so that along at least bait 
its course It Is now more of an artificial 
than a natural stream, At one point 
where it sows through a mountain 
gorge In the Balkans the scenery is 
more striking than any along the Mis- 
sixsippl, but for the rest of the way tho 
latter Is much superior. The Volga in 
Russia is a good deal like the Missouri, 
a tiny, muddy stream, with clay banks 
that are not at all attractive. The 
Rhine, of course, everybody knows 
about. and for romance, rulns and other 
artiGcial attractions and traditions It ts 
incomparable. 

The Nile has been utilized by tourist 
agencies greatly to thelr profit and 
equally to the pleasure of thelr pa- 
trons, although there Is rery little nat- 
ural scenery, and the greatest attrac- 
tlons are the venerable ruins, the mys- 
teries of the desert through which it 
flows and the picturesque Arab settle 
ments that Ine its banks. If similar 
accommodations for travelers that are 
now found on the Nile could be placed 
upon the Mississippi and the boate 
managed with equal skill and liberality 
the enjoyment of the voyage would be 
touch greater, but I suppose people will 
continue to visit and admire the attrac- 
tlons of Europe no matter what may 
be sald of those that Ne nearer hone.

NO MOUNTAINS. 


Within the Meaning of Treaty Is U.S. 
Defiaite Ceatention Befere Alaska 
Boundary Commission. 


London, Oct, 8.—(C,A.P.)—Mr. 
Dickenson for the United States con- | 
tinued his argument before the Alas- 
kan Commission yesterday.. 

Discussing the mountains, arguing - 
along Mr. Watson’s lino that tho 
treaty contemplated their regularity 
and continuity, he said that the 
mountains rélied upon by Great Bri- 
tain did not fulfil tho cssential re- 
quirements of the treaty mountains 
selected by King. In their isolation 
they ‘suggested’ the Scriptural de- 
scription of ‘*skipping like rams,’’ 
while $4 miles of this mountain line 
is over water. 


_ President Lord ‘Alverstone: Do 
you contend that there are no 
mountains anywhcre within the 


sneering of the treaty? I must know 
this. 

Mr. Dickenson, hesitating: That is 
the contention of the United Stat- 


es. 

He discussed the Russian official 
maps subsequent to the treaty, show- 
ing the lino going round the heads 
of the-inlet and asked why Great 
Britain did not say they claimed 
these heads of inlets. Shemot only 
did nothing of the kind, but actual- 
ly issued her own official maps show- 
ing the same line, 

President’ Lord <Alverstone; I do 
not understand what you mean | by 
“oflicial” maps. The phras conveys 
to meaning to my mind, unless that 
the Government actually published 
maps with the object of showing 
some particular feature, such as the 
boundary. 

Mr. Dickenson: By ‘official maps’’ 
1 mean those issued under the au- 
thority of the Government, whether 
with special reference’ to particular 
features or not. & 

He then said that Great Britain 
never sent a ship into those interior 
waters, or did anything inferring a 
claim to jurisdiction along that 
coast. He asserted that Russia excr- 
cixed a certuin authority over the 
coast tribes, though, for a reason 
everyone \.ho knows the American 
Indian must understand, this autho- 
rity Was more or less veiled under 
politic forms implying a certain in- 
dependence of the savage tribes.

Thirty years as manager of the same 
telegraph office is the recom! of Miss 
Alice Dunlap,. who has charge of the 
Western Union Telegraph company’s 
business in Peru, Ind. She had five 
years’ experience at the key and sound- 
er previous to coming to l’eru and 
worked at Roanoke, Huntington and 
West Lebanon for the Wabash rall- 
road. In that time she was never the 
cause of an accident, but by flagging 
an official train at West Lebanon she 
saved the lives of many, as the train 
would have run into a freight train 
less than a milo away. 
Miss Dunlap learned telegraphy when 
the old register system was in use and

was the first woman In the employ of 
the Wabash company who was able to 
take the messages off the sounder with- 
out the register. 
The Western Union Telegraph com- 
pany, appreciating the good work of 
Miss Dunlap as manager of the Peru 
office, assisted her in the way of trans- 
portation on a trip around the world. 
She was absent from home several 
months and visited several countries in 
Europe, the northern part of Africa, In- 
dla, China and Japan, 
Miss Dunlap since she began teles- 
raphy kas sent more than # million 
measages and bas recefyed an equal 
number.—Peru Dispatch, 
Childhood's Critical Period, 
There {s a critical period In childhood, 
occurring at the age of seven or cight 
years, which has recelyed unt!l recent- 
ly very little attention, says the Moth- 
ers’ Journal. The child fatigues casily 
and is commonly accused of laziness, 
The face is pale and the manner lan- 
guid. The period lasts usually only a 
few months, but In some exceptional 
eases the symptoms may continue for 
two years, This Is the most serious 
crisis that comes fa childhood, yet it Is 
the one least regarded. The period Is 
one of rapid growth, and so much blood 
{s required for the growing tissues that 
the heart is Hable to be overtaxed In 
fts effort to meet the demand. 
A well nourished child, with a nor- 
mal heart action, will safely pasy this 
most critical period, but the child with 
faulty nutrition, who has not been able 
to lay up a reserve force, will show 
symptoms of an overtaxed heart and 
sometimes of aolarining nervous de 
rangement. Even the normal child 
will show great disinclination to men- 
tal and physical exertion, [Less school 
work should be done at ghis time than 
dnring the preceding year. Some al- 
Jowance should be made for nervous Ir- 
ritability, and careful attention should 
be given to nutrition. At no time in 
the child's life is the daily bath a great- 
er neceasity, as It relieves the over- 
taxed heart and assists In restoring the 
nerves to a normal condition.

HALL TREATMENT. 


Some Suggestions For Decoration 
FS From an English Standpoinat.. — 
In the average home the hall receives 
but scant attention so far as decoration 
is concerned, tasteful. ornamentation 
being reserved. for the sitting rooms, 
while the entrance chamber is, compar- 
atlvely speaking, neglected in this re 
gard, says an English journal. It must 
honestly be admitted, however, that the 
vrdinary narrow hall does not permit 
of very much furniture being put into 
it and is difficult to “make anything 
of" from a picturesque polnt of view.

A discussion as old as language, as, 
old almost as the eleiment itself 
which is its topic, has been lately 


revived in a scicutific contemporary. 
“What is tho color‘of the sea?’’ Such 
is thy question agked = in Nature 
Notes," where it is answered in a 
more or less exhaustive manner from 
tho pen of Mrs, Somerville. The col- 
or epithet chosen by this lady as the 
safest general hue which can be at- 
tributed td the ocean is blue, It 
seems remarkably that this should be 
in the first place the one oceanic tint 
nowhere set down upon our charts 
and atlases. In the North of Russia 
we havo the White Sea, which, closed 
for half the year with floes and {ce- 
fields, takes ity name naturally 
enough from tho wintry aspect of the 
siient waves outside Archangel. On 
the southern limit of the Continent 
oi Europe the Euxine spreads its 
Kioomy expanse under the title of 
Black Sea, a cognomen which none 
will think undeserved who have xail- 
au in December by Sinope and Trebi- 
cond, Tho Sea of Marmora, the Sea 
of Aral, and thy Caspian bear their 
own special names, as well as the 
Baltic on the north and the Midland 
or Mediterranean on the South. The 
Vacific, not by uny means always de- 
serving so gentls an appellation, 





‘brings us to the Yellow Sea, wash- 


ing the shores of China and Japan: 
and most people hnow the long and 
hot strip of salt water between Exypt 
and Arabia as the Red Sea, al- 
though it was not so christened, as 
some think, from the occasional red- 
dening of the surface waters, but 
from tRe classic or Asiatic word for 
ine race inhabiting its coasts. Along 
the suuthern shoves of Oman and 
Leluchistan part of the Persian Golf

or of the sea. Lord Byron apostro- 
phizes the ocean ox “darkly, deeply, 
beautifully blue.” and every naviga- 
tor knows the ctement best when he 
sails out of sight of land “as the 
blue water.” Min. Somerville right- 
ly states that this well-known axpect 
of the waves is largely dependent 
upon the quantity of salt) contained, 
and quotes the furniliar exninple of 
supersaturated: brine, which reflects a 
Ceepor azure the more it is evaporat- 
ed, But it depends still more on the 
depth and volume of the water, as 
would be seen if there existed anv- 
where a gull or inket of perfectly 
fresh water, Yat which fows up 
and down in the English Channel, es- 
pecially at fits mouth, is little or not 
at all inferior in saline contents to 
the mid-Atlantic itself; yet nobody 
has ever seen the surface between 
Viymguth and Ushant colored so 
deeply ax the indigo-dyed black-blue 
of the ‘Roaring Fortics.“" The Chan- 
nel rollere are ahaost always emer- 
ald green, and where they run into 
shallows, or over sands and rocks, 
the dark green lightens into the tint 
of.an unripe apple, with “patches of 
soft purple, or puce, or Jilac, if it 
Passes over beds cf seaweed, 

Much the sanwy niay be seen in the 
pale altic waters, which are far 
lens deeply tints? than the German 
Ocean, or the spnces of the Arctic 
Cirele, and this, ogain, largely de- 
pends upon the earthly deposit and 
iinute detritus washed from the 
coasts and rives mouths. Blue, as 
Tyndall proved by many experiments, 
as the special voler of purity. ‘The 
deep sea takes that shade greatly on 
account of its limpi ", and the 
heavenly azure of the high sky is 
duc to the fact. that it contains air 
free from all except the very smallest 
unpurities. If we traveled in a bal- 
loon or otherwise outside the forty- 
uile radius from the earth, far be 
yond what has been called the ‘'skin 
of the sky," and into the region of 
the inter-planctary void, the forget- 
me-not azure of the atmosphere 
would change, first into sapphire or 
deep turquois, next into cornflower 
Dive, and nally into’ a purple 
biue, more midiight hued than’ that 
of the Central Lacific, ending at last 
in utter blackness when there was 
nothing left to renect light except the 
other. 

Leaving, however, geographers and 
chartmakers aside the proper per- 
sons to consult on the question of

of the deep, bur does it nobly and 
accurately. 

‘Twice in the day when the sky is 
blue and the waves are quiet, you 
will see what the blind alnger © saw 
before the light of the sun was taken 
from him. The ocean, rippled with 
that which Atchylus  terins its 
“countless sinile,"’ takes upon the il- 
luininated side of each wavelet — the 
gold of the rising glory or the crim- 
son of its setting orb; while the sha- 
dowy half of cach long watery furrow 
has its deep indixzo glazed by reflec- 
tion of the azure sky. Then when you 
gaze transversely the whole surface 
looks like a sea of wine—rosy © and 
golden, like fonming champagne, or 
bloott-red with purple and silver sha- 
dows, like a ara of sparkling © bur- 
yundy. It is this purple and crim- 
son water especially which the chief 
of atl singers had most observed and 
best depicted in that one appella- 
tive.

Arbitration Pact Between the Ancient 
Enemies Expected to Be Signed Next 
Week—Does Not Positively Bind the 
Two Countries te Arbitration, But 
Rather to the Most suitable BMethod of 
Bettioment of Any Difference. 


London, Oct. 10. — The Anglo- 
French treaty of arbitration is 6x- 
pected to be signed by Foreign Min- 
ister Lansdowne and Ambassador 
Cambon at -the end of next week, 
Lord Lansdowne is at present aWay 
from London. 

The treaty will not positively bind 
the two powers to urbitrate all ques- 
tions arising, but provides, general- 
ly, that, whenever possible, disputes 
shall be settled in this pacific man- 
ner, either by their submission to 
The Hague Arbitration Court or 
their reference to a special tribunal. 

In addition to the settlement of an 
Anglo-French arbitration treaty, an 
fiuportant understanding exists be- 
tween the Governinents of the two 
countries in connection with the far 
East. 

The Foreign Ministers of both 
countries have agrevd to exert — the 
utmost possible pressure to prevent 
their respective far Eastern allies, 
Russian and Japan, from coming to 
hostilities, This understanding is the 
most important factor logaing to 
peace in the far East, and, taken in 
conjunction swith the Japanese assur- 
ances to Russia, with regard to the 
evacuation of Manchuria and the 
general pacific tone adopted by the 
Japanese Government and its repre- 
sentatives abroad, it goes far to ex-

PLUMS FOR MARCIL, © 


Opposition te Bonaventure Estimates De- 
veloped In Coasequence—Quebeo Har- 
bors and Rivers Estimates I’sssed. 


Ottawa, Oct. 10.—Although no 
strenuous. opposition was made, ex 
cept to a few items, the discussion 
over the estimates for the harbors 
and rivers of Quebec was animated. 
The strong pull exercised by Charles 
Marcil, the Bonaventure represent- 
ative, whose constituency is awarded 
some nice plums, caused some criti- 
cism. It developed that a vote of 
$5,000 for a breakwater at Bonaven- 
ture East meant an expenditure of 
$20,000. 

Br. Marcil stated the breakwater 
Was required as protection for the 
fishermen of that place. There were 
125. of them. The Opposition 
thought the expenditure pretty big 
for a small village. 

Te Establish a Tidal Pert. 

In connection with the vote of 
$30,000, for improving the harbor of 
Rimouski, Mr. Sutherland seid he 
believed it necessary to establish a 
tidal port In the St. Lawrence be- 
low Quebec. In the future a largo 
vote would be asked for that pur- 
Pose.

the export value of 1902 equal to 
that of 1390 multiplied by 33.

Seven Bridges and Seores of Houses Swept 
Awsey in the City of Patersen—All 
Day Sunday Beatmen Were Bageyed 
Resenlng Feopie in the Fieeded Die 

* griets—Dutteavilic Wiped Out aed a 
Deven’ Fersons Unsceeunted For. 


Paterson, N. J., Oct. 12.—For 
nearly 48 hours Paterson has been 
at the mercy of the Passaic River. 
The waters reached a height sufficient 
to cut the western from the castern 
half of the city. Two bridges above 
the fails remain and three bridges 
below ‘the valley of the rocks still 
stand, but it is impossible to reach 
them. Seven other bridges in the 
city have beon carried away, at a 
loss of a million “Uollars. The inun- 
dation of the low-lying districts of 
‘the city has resulted in inconceivable 
damage to property. 

The flood, however, is beginning to 
recede... A number of buildings fell 
yesterday, and many others have 
been rendered untenable. Spruce street 
hill is falling away, and only a lit- 
tle more than two fect of dirt and 
stone separate tho falls basin from a 
big race through which millions of 
gallons of water are rushing. The 
gate house is in a very weakened 
condition and is liable to go if 
Spruce street hill breaks much far- 
ther. 

Rescued by Neatmen. 


All day boatmen have been at 
Work rescuing people from the flood- 
ed districts. Tho suffcring in the 
first and second wards has been in- 
tense, as it was almost iinpossible 
to reach the residents there. Several 
hundred persons were removed from 
houses which had been completely 
a@urrounded by the fluod. and which 
Were ready to collapse. 

A dozen more of these houses later 
tumbled in and floated away. 

The damage to mill property is 
heavy, parts of plants and = stock 
having becn submerged. Thousands 
of men, women and children will be 
without work for a long time, and

Five hundred families are home- 
less, but many are being cared for 
in public halls and at the city arm- 
ory. 

The city of Passaic passed 
sleepless night; it being feared that 
the Dundeo dam would ‘ay. 
That would have relieved the river 
at Paterson at the expense of * the 
city below. Fortunately, however, 
Dundee dam is still intact. The suf- 
fering In Wallington and Duttonville 


has been Very great, as no reliof has 


been able to reach these places. All 
through this district houses and out- 
buildings, together with a great} 
quantity of dead stock, may be seen 
floating about, 

Dultonville Wiped Oat. 


Duttonville, which fs a suburb of 
Paterson, waa practically wiped out ; 
of existence by the breaking of the 
Westbrook dam, and three hundred 
families are homeless. At midnight ‘a 
dozen persons ere unaccounted for, 
and it is believed that all but two 
have been drowned. 

Twenty-tive bridges are down in 
Passaic and Sussex Counties on tho 
Susquehanna Railroad. 

The maximum height of the flood 
was two feet over the flood of 1902, 
and last night it was practically 
maintained. 

Pomptes Lake Dam Bursts. 

The dain contining the waters of 
Pompton Lake. N.J., burst. The 
iron bridge across the Ramapo River 
was carried away, and a hundred 
houses below it 
merged. The engine room of — the 
Pompton Iron and Steel Works was 
demolished. Pempton was isolated, 
as no trains could pass. The lake, 
which was emptied, was more than a 
mille long and half a mile wide.

Buckingham, Que., Oct. 12.—-A

Londoa, Oct. 12.—The correspon- 
dent of The Morning Post at Chefoo, 
Oct, 10, “It is 
seeennins the Sapanesel have de- 
cided to declare hostilities to-mor- 
row on the expiration of their ulti- 
matum to Russia, Tho Russian ficct 
has cleared from Port Arthur. It is 
reported that the Japanese are Iand- 
ing troops at Masanpho, Corea. 
There are strong indications that 
Gormany favors hostilities on the 
ground that it would enable her to 
extend hor sphere of influence in 
China. 
**A number of field guns were em- 
barked at Port Arthur yesterday for 
an unknown destination. All tho 
available force of workmen is em- 
ployed on the fortifications.”’ 
Another despatch to The Morning 
Post from Chefoo, dated Oct. 11, 
8.50 p.m., says: ‘‘The situation is 
unchanged; all is quict at Port Ar- 
thur. Hostilities are still belioved 
to be imminont. It is asscrted that 
tho Russians have fixed Friday next 
for their commencement.’ 
Ruosia’s Folicy te Force Japan. 


London, Oct. 12.—The gloomiest. 
{impression has been created in Eur- 
ope by the latest developments in tho 
Far East. Both Japan and lMussia 
continue to profeas the most peacefur 
intentions, while pushing forward the 
most active preparations for war. It 
iy beginning to bo believed that they 
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ry 
protest too much. Their words and 
acts both suggest that each, regard- 
ing the conflict as inevitable, ~ is 
manoeuvring to place the onus of 
initiation on the other. 

Ware Party tu Control 

This is eapecially truc of Russia. 
It in becoming more evident every 
day that since M. Witte, the former 
Finance Minister, who is now prac- 
tically the Premier, waa kicked up- 
stairs, the war party has been in 
control of the Russian policy, and no 
better opportunity is likely to arise 
from their point of view for the set- 
thement at arms of all issues with 
Japan. The internal distress of 
Russia threatens a crisia which a 
patriotic foreign tar would probably 
avert or postpone, and the  Man- 
churian situation has reached a point 
where Russia must have a fresh ex- 
cuxe for the non-vxecution of — the 
pledges which she never intends to 
redeom, Britain is still urging peace 
on Japan. 

Manchuria Not Evacuated. 

YoNohama, Oct, 12.—Baron Von 
Tiosen, the Riussian Minister to 
Japan, is still awaiting instructions 
from his Government in the matter 
of negotiations now proceeding — be- 
tween Japan and Russia. 

A Russian regiment from Baikal 
military district is reported at 
Feng-Chang-Teng (Feng-Chenn-Ting), 
150 miles west of Pekin and 90 miles 
from the Russian frontier. 


Leasar’s Important Announcement. 

M. Lessar,’ Russian Minister to 
China, has announced that the Man- 
churian convention has lapsed. 

‘The Manchurian convention bet Ween 
Russia and China was April &, 
1902, and according to it the evacu- 
ation of the three Manchurian pro- 
vinees was to be carried out in three 
successive periods of six months from 
the signing of the convention. 

A note from M. Leasar was ap- 
pended to the convention declaring 
that “if the China Government, not- 
withstanding the assurances: given it, 
Violates any provision of the conven- 
tion, tho Russian Government will 
not. hold itself bound cithcr by the 
terms of the Manchurian agreement 
or by the declarations previously 
made in connection with the matter, 
and will be compelled to repudiate 
any responsibility and. consequences 
that might result. therefrom?’ 

China Mefused Under Fressare, _ 

China was to bo permitted to 
naintain whatever force she ‘thought 
necessary in Manchuria after tho 
evacuation of that territory,  Jus- 
sia also agreed if Tien-Tsin was ro- 
stored. to thy Chineso within the first 
six motths, to evacuate New Chwang 
at the time, this restoration was 
made. The allies turned over Tien- 
Txin to the Chinese Aug. 15 fast 
year. ‘The convention was to have 
been ratified within three months, 
but this was not done. Last month 
M. Lessar in his.note to the Chinese 
Foreign Board promised to begin the 
evacuation of Manchuria Oct. 3, pro- 
vided China accepted several new 
conditions, which China has refused 
to do, under pressure principally 
from Japan and Great Britain, 

May ack Out Yet. 

Berlin, Oct, 12.—Russia and Japan 
act as though either would fight if 
the other should hold immovably to 
the position taken up in the — last 
exchange of conununications—this is 
the actual situation as understood 
ollicially from reports received) from 
the German legation at Tokio. Yet, 
this mutual attitude, with hostile 
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preparations by. both countries, 1s 
still regarded here as not excluding 
an honorable arrangement. © Neither 
Government has gone'so far that’ it 
. must fight or be humiliated, but. 
elther Cabinct, by a single step, can 
put the other in that position. This 
~delicate balance may, of course, be 
violently disturbed’ any day,’ though 
no ultimatum has yet been thrown 
en either scale. It is belioved here 
officially that war, should it occur, 
would be between Russia und Japan 
alone, and that neither England nor 
France would be involved.

House Mot Dispesed to Disfranchise An 
Electer Whe Dees Not Vete—Fasisg 
the Supplemontaries. 


Ottawa, Oct. 12,.—Saturday sit- 
tings of the Commons were devoted 
to consideration of the composite 
bill to amend the Dominion Election 
Act, and to the passing of further 
supplementary ostimates in Commit- 
tee of Supply. One of the principal 
provisions of the bill was that which 
makes it compulsory for an elector 
to vote under penalty of being dis- 
{franchised for six years. There was 
strong opposition to this clause, and 
after « protracted dvbute it was 
deemvd best not to have it cnacted 
this session. Other scctions of the 
bill will be looked into by the Min- 
ister of Justice and put in shape for 
enactment before prorogation. 

In the course of the discussion in 
Committee of Supply, upon the ap- 
propriation for telegraph lines and 
cables, the Finance Minister qnnoun- 
ced that wireless stations would be 
established at Cape Raco and Sable 
Island, Mr, Prefontains vnnounced 
that he intended to establish an of- 
fice of the Marine Department ip 
Montreal, also that the new system 
of lighting the channel between Mon- 
treal and Sorel will be installed by 
Nov. 1. It is hoped by this systgm 
to have the St. Lawrence so well 
lighted that it can be navigated as 
safely by night ax in day titne. The 
sum of $60,000 will be expended to 
start cight new fish hatcherics in the 
Maritime Provinees. Items for Mar- 
ine and Fisheries to the amount of 
$265,000 had been passed when tho 
House rose at midnight.

The .bag was 
found by some person in ‘The Wil- 
lows,"’ not far from the spot where 
the body of Irene Coly was discover- 
ed. Jt was handed over to the po- 
lice, who submitted it to Mra. Howe, 
who identified it as the one Kennedy 
carried. 

The preliminary hearing will be 
concluded on Tucsday. There are sev- 
eral more witnesses to be called.

dreds of Belgian hare rabbitrics that 
sprang up in America, 

Tho British fanciers, sceing “how 
matters stood, simply sat tight until 
tho most fabulous prices were ob- 
tained, £25 being an ordinary figure! 
One fancier Eknow made over £1,- 
000 during the temporary boom. 

But the boom died out, and wo 
will confine ourselves only to present- 
day obtainable prices. . 

The Belgian hare, so-called because 
of its likeness in color and, form to 
the wild hare, is always a favorite 
among the visitors, to a show | be- 
cause of its lovely color and ‘racy’ 
style; £5 to LIS are everyday prices 
paid for a goed specimen. 

The lop rabbit's beauty lies in its 
length and breadth of ear, specimens 
having been shown with ears measur- 
ing 27 inches from tip to tip, and 7 
inches broad, for which £25 was 
paid without ys saurinur, The Flem- 
ish Giant is sosnamed because — of 
the tremendous size to which it 
grows, show xpecimens having been 
known to turn the scale at 20 
pounds, while those weighing 15 
pounds are quite ordinary. 

Silver-greys—at one time termed 
chinchillas—silver-fawas, and silver- 
Drowns are strikingly beautiful title 
Animals, with their. body color sil- 
vered all over, short coats, and very 
Neat earn, 

Five pounds was lately paid to a 
North London fancier for a silvers 
grey thirteen weeks old, and before 
4 was in fal! coat, while £23 to £10 
in the price paid for a really good 
adult, £18 being mentioned as the 
price given for a doe a short timo 
ago. 

A peculiarity of the young of the 
silver. y lies in the fact that they 
are jet black until about a month 
vld, When they begin to turn grey 
on the noxe, taking from that age 
to about four months to “silver off’ 
completely. 

The English rabbit is a Jlargish oni- 
mal, white, with color dispersed over 
its body in certain patches and spots, 
the proper Tocation of these spots 
determining ‘its show value, Espe- 
cially is ite face curiously marked, 
the nose being colored in the shape 
of gy butterfly, while it haa other im- 
portant spots and circles round the 
eye. At the present day there is a 
specimen of this breed that £20 
would not buy from its owner. 

Tho Datch rabbit is small--in fact, 
from a fancier’s-point of view, dimi- 
nutive size is a preter consideration 
—but its chief characteristic is its 
raking, 

From the contre of the body of the 
hinder part is colored black, blue, 
Bray, vellow, or  tortoiseshell, with 
the exceplion of the hind feet, which 
are white for Gne and a half inches 
from the toe. The forepart of the 
rabbit, ie white, with the exception 
of the head. which is the same eelor 
as the hind part, but with a white 
miszie, from which runs a white 
mark right up the-centre of the head 
to between the ears, 

‘There are specialist clubs for all 
the breeds, but the United Kingdom 
Puteh Rabbit Club is the strongest, 

In Tol over BOO) rabbit shows 
Were held; thix number only includes 
public, not spall club shows, "There 
Were instances of over 1,000 exhibits 
being penned at a show, and 124 
different tabbit: judges were engaged.

THE PREACHER SHOWS THE MEAS- 
URE OF A MAN 





TWO GREAT POINTS OF VIEW. 


— 


Distiaction Between the Worldly and the 
Spiritual Estimate—Traiaing and Fre 
paration Necessary Vor True Greatness 
—“Te Beceme as Nothing ia the Eyes 

 @f Men” Heached by Johan the Baptist. 


Entered according to Act of Parliament of Can- 
ada, in the yoar 1903, by William Baily. of To- 
Tente, at the Dep't of Agriculture, Oiawa. 


Chicago, Oct. 11.—In this sermon 
the preacher draws the distinction 
twtween the worldly and the spiritual 
estimate of greatness and shows the 
character of the training and prepa- 


ration neccessary for truo greatness. 
The text is Matthew xi., 11, ‘There 
hath not risen a greater than Joho 
the Baptist.** 

“Great men, great cvents and 
great cpochs grow bigger and more 
colossal as. the years pass away from 
them,’* once wrote the biographer of 

|. Robert Burns. Like the mountain 
shadows they increase in sizo and 
their reputations ‘lengthen in im- 
portance as the sun of their day sets 
and tho long night of their rest 
separates us from them. Man is sol- 
dom called great and truly great un- 
til he has been dead at least tweaty 
years. 

But standing to-day under the 
lengthening shadows of many great 
reputations these imminent questions 
naturally arise in many minds: What 
is true greatness? What are the clh- 


ments which distinguish the truly 
noble from the merely selfish fa- 
mous? 


Can Napoleon himself truly be call- 
ed a great man, great in all the ele- 
ments which go to make up true 
gteatness? When his companions in 
urns, Marshal Lannes, was shot on 
the fatal retreat from Moscow, he 
called the Emperor to his side and 
said: ‘'Your Majesty, I am = your 
friend. I am dying, and this is my 
parting advice! Give up your merci- 
less ambitions, or they will ruin 
you, as they have already ruined 
thousands of others."’ Did not the 
dying soldier picture the French Em- 
Peror as he was? With the penetra- 
tion that often comes to the dying 
he saw beneath the splendor and 
Rrandvur of the conqucror a man 
mean of soul, selfish and unscrupu- 
lous. Can Robert Burns, xo inorally 
weak that he was the victim of in- 
temperance, be called truly ai great 
man? Lord Byron, the licentious de 
stroyer, or Thomas Do Quincey, tho 
opium eater; or Mark Anthony, the 
traitor; or Cicero, the coward; or 
Lord Bacon, the taker of briles—ean 
they be culled truly great men? 

“Well,”’ you say, “instead of pick- 
ing flaws in the reputations of men’ 
of commanding genius, tell us who is 
truly a great man. Give ps ono whose 
character is stamped with the divine 
approval, Describe such a one, that 
We may copy his life." That I wilt 
do, my friend, and do gladly. Such 
a character is to be found in) John 
the Baptist. Though we may go in- 
te the richest of all palaces and 
stand upon the most famous of all 
battlefields and read the cpitaphs of 
all the poets, philosophers, states- 
tnen, inventors, reformers, we cannot 
find anywhere in any generation up 
to the time of Jesus Christ a name 
standing so high as his, of whom 
Jesus said, “Verily, verily, 1 say un- 
to you, among them that aro born uf 
Women there hath not risen n great- 
er than John the Baptist; notwith- 
standing he that is Teast in the 
kingdom of heaven is greater Uhan 
he." 

‘The purpose of this sermon is to 
show why John the Baptist was 
Rreater than all other men — before 
Christ's Jordanic baptism—John the 
Baptist great, although he yas so 
poor that his home was among -the 
rocks and sands of the wilderncas, 
lying between the capital and the 





Dead Sea; so poor that his only gar-7| 


ments Were the coarse skin of the 
wild beast, through the holes of 
which stretched his long lint and 
hairy chest; so poor that his only 
food was the grasshoppers or lo- 
custs and the honey which had been 
hidden by the bees among the  cav- 
ernsfand the hills, . 

From the world’s standpoint thia 
is a strange portrait of a Krvat nan, 
. But how wonderful is its settings, 
The fabled portrait was af a gold 
face with a silver frame, but the 
Portrait of John the Baptist is a sil- 
ver faco with a gold fran. ‘Like a 
Tuby glowing red it is set in a circle 
of most precious diamonds. Like a 
mirror of burnished brass, pure and 
Spotless, it refiects the light of a 
rising sun. It was John the Bape 
tixt’s glory that he wax the har- 
binger of a greater than himself. As 
the direct forerunner of the Son of 
God he came at the supreme crisis 
of the world’s history. 

Great men are produced only by 
Rreat occasions. Great thoughts are 
born only amid the throes and con- 
vulxions of © great agonics. Great 
hopes are only the rainbowed colors 
arching the dark heavens, black with 
angry tempests, 

There must be a training for 
Rreatness, The occasion does not 
create greatness: it only dev, rlops and 
produces it. 1t cannot vute or 
make greatricss out of common clay, 
But great needs bring great) men 
from obscurity into prominence. Tho 
occasion furnishes — the opportunity, 
Ulysses S. Grant would have lived 
and died an unknown tanner but for 
the Civil war, The Duke of Welling- 
ton could not have become the dic- 
tator of Europe had he not over- 
thrown at Waterloo the little Corsi- 
can, who threatened to crush all 
nations Cromwell would have been 
unknown-to fame and his life would 
have bren that of a shinple country 
Kent Eiian hud not Charles I. heen 
obstinately determined to seal his 
royal follics with his royal stubborn- 
Tetiscs, ‘ 

Creat men are produced only by 
freat cmergencies. ‘This preuiuse be 











ing granted, what greater event’ is 
there in all history than that of the 
coming of the ~" pramisod — Mcesiah? 


How much it :neant to the world and’ 


to us! What life of oternal Joy havo 
We except that which revolves about 
the personality of him who was ence 
baptized by John the Baptist in the 
River Jordan? What hope have wo 
of ever meetingour loved ones, our 
parents and our friends who havo 
gone beyond except through the Di- 
vine Being of whom John ‘the Dhp- 
tist was the direct forerunner? Oh, 
my friends, as John the Baptist’s 
name was great by being Unked to 
tho name of Jesus Christ at his first 
coming, will you not muke — your 
nome great by doing your part to- 
ward preparing the world — for 
Christ’s second coming? Will, you 
Rot carry forth the news that Christ 
Is coming to the help of his struggl- 
ing followers? As the swift footed 
runner from the bluody battloficld of 


Marathon startled all Athens with 
the news that the Persian invaders 
had been hurled back, will you not 


spread abroad the news that tho vic- 
tory has been won by our Christ ev- 
er sin and death and that ho is cam- 
ing again to rule the world in right- 
eousncss? 

John the Baptist was a dircet fore- 
runner. Ile was more than that. Jle 
was ready to sink and submerge and 
entircly cover .up his individuality 
with the personality of Jesus Christ. 
He was ready to let Christ be all in 
all. He wanted to be merely a foot- 
light to make the divine face shine 
forth the moro clearly. He was will- 
Ing to detrease so that the glory of 
his Saviour might increase. Do we, 
like John the Baptist, sink our ia- 
dividualities in Christ's or do we, 
like some of the ancient forerunners 
of the east preceding the King's 
chariots wish to be dressed so gor- 
geously and to make so imuch noise 
that people will be watching us and 
admiring our strides instead of turn- 
ing their exes toward the royal Mas- 
ter whom we are proclaiming? In our 
work for our Divine Master are we 
wishing that all eyes shall be turn- 
ed upon us instead of upon Jesus? 
Aro we trying to preach so that men 
may say, ‘That is a fine serinon?’* 
or are we trying to preach so that, 
as when Demosthenes harangued, his 
auditors cried, “Let us go and fixht 





Philipt’* our hearers may my, 
“Come, let us enlist under the bane 
ner of Jesus?’ 

But Jet us inquire a little more 
closely how John the Baptist sub- 
toerged his lifé in Christ. Jesus was 


an unknown man at the time John, 
the hermit and recluse, was making 
the very palace walla at) Jerusalem 
shake. Up to thirty years of age 
Jesus was an unknown dweller ia a 
country village. The whole extent of 
Christ’* earthly ministry extended 
over only «# short period of three 
or four years. We read of Jesus 
when he was born. Then he dix. 
appears, Wo read of him twelve 
years later, when, aX a boy, he talks 
with the doctors in the temple. ‘Then 
he ugain disappears for eighteen long 
Years. Up to thirty years of age 
Christ was politically und sociolo- 
xically an unknown factor in castern 
life, 

In the meantime who was this 
John the Haptist? This second 
young mun, of about the same age 
os Jesus, Was the most famous: per- 
sonality in the vast. He had lived 
as a hermit. But the voice he lifted 
reached, not only echoed throughout 
the villages, but also throughout the 
great capital itseli., The rich and the 
poor, the old and the young, the 
Government officials and the peasant 
alike left their homes to sit at his 
feet. Great crowds swarmed about 
this strange teacher wherever he 
went. ‘They pressed into his caves as 
though they were temples. As a re- 
sult John built up a great school of 
devotees ands baptized hix followers 
by hundreds and thousands. Many 
of them were ready to bow down and 
Worship him as a temporal as well 
as a Spiritual hing. Yet when Jesus 
appeared this illustrious man was 
ready, and gladly ready, to surren- 
der all for Christ. Like John the 
Baptist, are we willing tO lay our 
fame, our wealth and our entire life 
work at Jesus’ fect? 

Great was John the Baptist! At 
the risk of hix life he was ready to 
denounce und attack the intrenched 
and the practically invulnefable sins 
of that day. He was not one of 
those men who always stop and ask, 
“Does it pay?’ before they attempt 
to do what they ought to do, My 
preached on the dutics of men and 
waged war against Wickedness in 
high places. Hv declared aguinst 
evils as mighty in his day ax the 
Niquor traffic iy) in ours and never 
condoned ecrimo though the criminal 
Was a hing. He was ready to look 
the hideous monster sin squarely in 
the face and then hit at that sin, 
though his arm might seem to be ax 
helpless and weak as the hand of a 
young girl striking at the wild beast 
leaping upon her in the Roman 
arena, He called a spade w spade, a 
lie « lie, an adultery an adultery, 
blasphemy blasphemy and hypocrisy 
hypocrisy wherever they were found. 
He denounced and excoriuted — the 
sins of tho Jowish church. © When 
Iforod, the governor, fell in love 
with his own brother's wife and mur- 
dered Phillip that he might marry 
her, John instantly hurled the divine 
condermation against the ruler. He 
raised such a storm of popular in- 
dignation that Herod Mung him into 
prison and afterward, at the behest 
of his stey-daughter, who was danc- 
ing before him at a drunken feast, ho 
beheaded John and gave to her tho 
bloody trophy upon a charger. Oh, 
my brother, dare we, with John's 
cournge, attack intrenched sin wher. 
over it may be found? Like John the 
Baptist, are we great enough and 
brave enough, no matter what the 
direct cost may be, to uphold the 
great principles of gospel truth in 
the store, the home, the factory, the 





city hall—aye, through the = sacred 
aisles of the church itself? Dare wo 
do this even though the earthly 


“powers that be’ should unsheathe 
the glittering sword of death and 
Wave it over our heads and the 
heads of our loved ones? 

But, though John the Baptist was 
great in life, he was also great in 


“rest. 
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death.’ Like the ‘ploncer who centers 
the American forcats and cuts away’ 
the, trees and pulis up the stumps 
und builds the home and plants the 
corn, In order that hix children may 
reap) the harvests after the father 
is gone, 80 John the Baptist, not 
for himself, but Tor these who should 
come after him, lived his life and at 
last Jaid it down, y martyr. 

If you follow the teachings of the 
Bible very carefully you: will find 
there was'a war, a rivalry, a fealk- 
ousxy, between the followers of Jesus 
Christ and the followers of John: 
There was no war between Jolin and 
Christ. No sooner did Jcsus appear 
than John bent the knev and render- 
ed unto him‘ full and complete obed- 
lence. But: this obedience was not 
true in reference to the Johanoian 
school. In the fourth chapter of 
John we find that in order to still 
this rivalry Christ with his followors 
left the southern regions of Judava 
and travclod north and went through 
Samaria, But no sooner was Jotun 
the Baptist dead than his Viscipics 
took the headless trunk of his tody 
and buried it and ‘‘went and :told 
Jesus," Ah, yes, by John's death 
all these factions were heaied. ‘Thy 
Johannian school became in toto the 
“school of the Nazarene.”’ Is it not 
a blessed thought that if we live for 
Christ this sido of the grave we viny 
still continue to live in influence for 
Christ after we are dead? John the 
Baptist, great before his sacrificet 
John the Baptist, great after he 
was martyred! 

That poxthumous influence is 
mighty for good or evil we all know. 
We have felt it. In the village whero 
my grandfather lived there labored 
for many years a gospel minister. 
He never seemed to see any great re- 
sults from his minixtry. Everybody 
loved him, yet few confessed Christ 
under his preaching while he was 
alive. But no sooner was that good 
man dead than a mighty revival of 
religion sprang up. My father said 
that at one communion 300 pcoplo 
confessed Christ in the little village 
church, And the remarkable fact 
nbout that revival was that every 
one of those new converts traced his 
conversion dirvetly to the teachings 


and intluence of the dead pastor, 
Posthumous influence, a mighty in- 
fluencet Oh, yes, after death we 


shall live on. A good influence, like 
that of John the Baptist shall nuv- 
er, never die, 

But though I honor and extol the 
noble characteristics of this great 
man, there is still another lesson We 
must learn from the verse of my 
text. Christ said, ‘‘There hath not 
risen a greater than John the Baye 
tint." Oh, yes, that was true as far 
as it went, ‘Truc, if you speak im 
reference to those men and womes 
who lived before Jesus was born. 
But there is one part of the verse 
you must well bear in mind. It is 
the last purt and gocx thus, ‘Yet, 
notwithstanding this, he that is least 
in the kingdom of heaven is greater 
than he.”" What docs that mean? 
Simply this: If you and 1 become 
part of Jesus Christ, if wo accept 
his atonoment and are cleansed by 
hin blood, we become in a sense 
greater, aye, far greater, than the 
Kreatest man who ever lived who has 
not been sanctilicd by the Saviour‘s 
sacrifice. 

Perhaps I can illustrate the Bible 
thought in a simple way. A great 
wall or fortress has to be built. The 
work must be pushed. Ono group 
of workmen ascend the scaffolding 
and Jay on one layer of stone and 
then go te their rest. Another group 
lay another layer of stone upon the 
preceding layer and then go to their 
And so the work upon the 
wall grows higher and higher, cach 
group of workine; standing upon a 
loftier scaffolding than that of the 
preceding laborers.

The Art of Interrogation Should Be 
Devoid of Impertinence. 

“Do not ask questions” is the worst 
plece of social ndvice which age ‘can 
give to youth. A man who never asks 
questions is the dullest fellow—in the 
world. He had better ask too many 
than too few. We can defend oursclyes 
against curiosity, but no armor avails 
against Indifference. We must resign 
ourselves to be bored to death. 

What is the secret of the art of In- 
terrogation? Putting aside quick sym- 
pathles, which Meat the root of every 
social art, we believe the most essen- 
tial quality for those who would excel 
in it is directness, The art of asking 
questions so as to learn, instruct, please 
and Influence is not the art of beating 
about the bush, The questions which 
offend and silence are the qurstions 
which suggest some ulterior motive. It 
is a found out scheme which makes 
men angry. Anything of the nature 
of a trap keeps us on our guard. If 
we once fall into one we resolve it 
shall be the last time. Suspicion kills 
confidence. Interrogative hints are ut- 
terly useless, The average man does 
not dislike to be questioned, He hates 
to be startled, crossed, interfered with, 
reproached, wearied or betrayed. He 
hates the questions which are not ask- 
ed with a simple Intention. 

There are questions which are asked 
not because the asker wants to know, 
but because he intends to tell. Others, 
while ostensibly directed to find out a 
man's opinion, are really intended to 
refiect upon hia character. Some men 
inquire as to their nelghbors’ projects 
in order to put difficulties in thelr way. 
Strings of meaningless questions are 
poured out by those who desire to pre- 
tend an Interest in some subject which 
they nelther know por care anything 
about. 

We belleve the conclusion of the mat- 
ter to be this: The art of interrogation 
ia a serious branch of the social art. 
Well asked questions are of the essence 
of agrecable Intercourse, but the In- 
terrogative mood will not justify an 
impertinence, an interference, a verbal 
nssault—nor, for the matter of that, a 
bore.—London Spectator.

London, Oct. 14.—Lord Rosclery 
spoke laxt night at phone

cord his opposition to Mr, Chamber 
lain’s fiscal policy. The Earl said he 
doubted if there had ever been any 
fiscal inquiry. The Ministry had prob- 
ably investigated not the nation’s 
commerce, but the constituencies, He 
deprecated a policy of retaliation 
which would Jand the Ennpire in o 
contest with every nation in the civi- 
lized world. He held that free trade 
had been a great success. The new 
policy instead of soldifying would 
tend to dislocate and probably  dis- 
solve the Empire. Protection once 
established could not be uprooted, 
and would bring in its train trusts, 
monopolies and probably corruption. 
Ridieated the Idea. 


He ridiculed the idea that the colo- 
nies would consent not to establish 
new industries for the benefit of the 
United Kingdown. A fair. and practi- 
cal Imperial tariff’ could not be de- 
vised, and heaven protect them’ from 
the bad blood and Jealousies that 
such an attempt would engender. 
What Mr. Chamberlain’s friends ig- 
nored Was that everything in the 
Enpire had been strong and success- 
ful, but it was free and spontancous. 
Lord Rosebery quoted Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier to the effect that not re 
stricted trade but only the most ab- 
solute freedom, political and commer- 
cial, would succeed in building up 
the Empire.

To a man endowed with qualities of 
tefluciment and consideration of oth- 
ers and honor—which are the attri- 
butes of a gentleman -burglary or other 
theft is Inposs The pride of such 
a man, lis regard for Lis own opinion 
of himsclf, would prevent fils sneak- 
Ing into another man's house and tak- 
ing his plate or his wife's jewelry. 
Then WH oaust be remembered that the 
burglar is prepared to do murder to 
accomplish his robberies, and the Idea 
of a gentleman committing murder for 
galn Is too inconsistent even for fe: 
tion. 

A “gentleman burglar’ fa a contra- 
diction of terms, like a braye coward. 
or a tall pyginy. We may be better 
dreased or Lis booty may be larger than 
that of most burglars, but when It ts 
all summed up he Is a thicf—Just a 
plain thief—with the moral code and 
impulses of n pickpocket or a enrd 
swindler or any other predatory erea- 
ture whose natural home ts n prison 
and whose ‘deserved and fitting ral- 
ment is a ault of stripes.

Bome of the ancient agreements be 
tweeh the little Swiss states were very 
notervorthy. In 1243 Ierne and Fri- 
bourg made a covenant which Insted 
for more than 200 years by which they 
agreed that even a war between {hem 
should not destroy their agreement, 
that no war between them should be 
entered on without a previous attempt 
at conciliation and that within four- 
teen days of the end of any feud all 
territory conquered and spolls of war 
must bo returned to their owners. Cit- 
ies which 650 years ago could agree to 
such terms deserve to lve in history. 
Basel, Schaffhausen and Appenzell a 
few years later were wise and far- 
sighted enough to agree “to sit still 
and seek concillation’t in case of differ- 
ence bétween them. Just over 600 
years ago the Swiss confederation was 
founded by the three tiny mountain 
states Uri, Schwys and Nidwalden, 
which, remaining small and unimpor- 
tant themselves, have by the force of 
the idea of union drawn to themselves 
from time to time larger states and 
powerful cities till today the Swiss na- 
tion can in proportion to its size and 
population boast of a prouder history 
and greater benefits to mankind than 
any other nation In Europe.

The Lowest Form of Bird. 

There is a pecullar bird commonly 
known as the “kiwi,” its scientific 
name belng Apteryx mantellf.

Its 
legs are short, stubby, but very strong, 
and are used by this bird for digging.

The various civic committces met 
last night, the business transacted 
being for the most part of a rou- 
tine nature.

Alaskan Territory But One. - 





Alaskep Boundary Settled Yor All Time 
. im Accordance With the Views of the 
Uulted , States— Decision Mendered 
Saturday Gives Canadas Only Fertiand 
Canal, Which Ie Considered to Be 
Absolutely Without Valse. 


London, Oct. 19—The Alaskan 
boundary commission Saturday 
Teached an t whereby the 


American contentions are sustained, 
except those in relation to the, Pert- 
Jand: Canal, which Canada wins, All 
that now remains to be done is for 
the commissioners to altix their sig- 
natures to the decision and complete 
the map which will accompany. it. 
On the map will be marked the 
line definitely fixing ‘the 
division of American and British ter- 
ritory. The United States will get 
all the waterways to the rich Alask- 
an territory, with the excoption of 
the Portland Canal, which gives 
Canada the one outlet she so much 
noeded, according * to tho United 
States Commistioners. r 
Where Alverstene Stoed. 

The long standing dispute was 
only setthd. after a week of keen, 
trying and secret deliberations — be- 
tween the arbitrators. Even up to 
noon Saturday there was an acute 
possibility that a disagreement might 
result, and the whole proceedings fall 
to the ground. Lord Alverstone, 
though openly inclined to believe in 
the justice of the American argu- 
ment that the United States was 
entitled to the heads of inicts as 
contained in question five, held out 
that Canady had establixhed her case 
in questions two and three, dealing 
with the Portland Canal. 

Ceded Unimpertant Points,

stance known. Its fusing point is ex- 
tremely high, and this property, to- 
gether with its freedom from tarnish- 
ing, causes {t to be largely used for the 
manufacture of crucibles and other 
vessels required by scientists to stand 
a very high temperature. It Is also 
sometimes used as n substitute for gold 
in photography, and when deposited in 
a thin film on the interfor of the tubes 
of telescopes it forms a dead black 
surface, which prevents the light from 
being reflected by the polished sides. 

Palladium is of a lustrous white 
color, It is the most easily fused of 
the metals found in platinum ore, and 
can even be volatilized. . A curious 
quallty which this metal possesses 1s 
that when heated to redness ft is 
porous to hydrogen gas, allowing it to 
pass through somewhat in the same 
manner that blotting paper permits the 
passuge of water, ‘The silvery white 
color of palladium and Sts freedom 
from {tarnishing render St useful for 
making scales and divislon marks on 
sclentifié Instruments. A mixture of 
this metal with mercury is, sometimes 
used for Milling teeth, Osmium is a 
metal which possesses two remarkable 
properties—it is the most refractory 
of the métals, resisting fusion at the 
most intense heat, and it 1s also the 
heaviest substance known, being twen- 
ty-two and o half times_beavier than 
water. ‘Together with iridium, It oc- 
urs principally in a pecullar variety of 
native platinum called osmiridlum. 
‘This mincral differs from ordinary 
platinum ore in that it contains a 
larger proportion of osmium ond irid- 
lum than platinum, Osmiridium ts 
found in small particles, varying fo 
weight from one-sixth to one-third of 
o grain. These particles are extremely 
hard/and,are used for pointing non- 
wearing pena, 

Metallic iridium possesses a white 
ateel-like appearance. The knife edges 
of delicate balances and other bearings 
which require extreme hardness are 
often made of it. An alloy of 10 per 
cent iridium and 90 per cent platinum 
has been found to be very little affected 
in yqjume by changes of temperature 
and {is the substance of which the 
standard meter kept in the internatian- 
al. metric bureau at Paris ts made. 
Tthodium and ruthenium are metals of 
little practical use, The former occurs 
in platinum ore to the extent of 5 to 6 
per cent. The latter is found only in 
osmiridium and averages about 5 per 
cent of that mincral. The metal which 
ranks next to platinum in price is zir- 
conium, which o¢curs In hyacinth and 
some other rare minerals. Uranium $s 
remarkable for its high atomic welght, 
the heaviest known.—Chambers’ Jour 
nal.

Chicago, Oct. 18.—In this sermon 
the preacher scathingly exposes and 
denounces the national evil of gam- 
bling, which has spread to all classes 
and conditions of men. Ho utters a 
wholesome and timely protest against 
those forms of the mania which are 
corrupting our social and business life. 
The text is Genesis ili, 19, ‘In tho 
gweat of thy face shalt thou cat 
bread."* 

Some years ago I was walking in 
beautiful Fairmount park, Philadel- 
phia, with my father. He suddenly 
turned and said to’me: ‘Frank, next 
week I am going to’ write a sermon 
upon the question ‘Is life worth “llv- 
ing? I am going to show that the 
solution of that question is condi- 
tional. Whether life is or is not 
Worth living depends upon how you 


live it. If a man lives in this world 
with the idea that he is only to 
receive and not to give, if he is 


cursed with the enervating conviction 
that he must be carried around on 
a litter and if he does not want to 
be a worker, a laborer,’a doer for 
mankind, then life is not worth liv- 
ing. The sooner that man is dead 
the better, But if a man Roce 
through this world realizing the 
glorious opportunities of Christian 
usefulness and if ho is willing to 
spend and be spent for others, then 
life is worth living. Then the longer 
We live on carth the happier we shall 
be and the more we shall make others 
happy.”’ 

But, though at the Edenic expul- 
sion the divine command was given, 
“By the sweat of thy face shalt thou 
eat bread,”” yet from time immemor- 
jal there have been thousands upon 
thousands of men and women who 
have tricd to shirk the obligations 
of labor which God has placed at 
every hearthstone. They have been 
secking a means whereby through the 
opened door of the Roman temple er- 
ected to Fortuna, the goddess of 
chance, they could possess a fortune 
without working for it or without 
contributing anything to the world 
in return for it. They would — be 
wreekers pure and simple, They 
Would become vainpires upon the xo- 
cial organism, sucking out the life's 
blood of others.

In every age there have been thou- 
sands upon thousands of devoters at 
Fortuna‘s’ shrine, They are blind 
worshipers of a blind goddess, The 
ancient Romans showed their wisdom 
in picturing her with eyes shut and 
Jarge wings at her feet, She = sees 
nothing of the sacrifices of her ‘vor- 
shipers, and she cares nothing for the 
heartbreak of those who have given 
her their all. She cares not whose 
fortune she snatches away. When she 
gathers up the gold in her arms thoxe 
Wings on her feet can take her and 
her treasure burden disappear as 
quickly ax a roulette wheel can whirl, 
as quickly as a man's deed for his 
house can change hands at the turn- 
ing of a card, as quickly as an race 
horse can travel about the track of 
a derby. Tho poddexs of chance ean 
tiv away so quickly that in an in- 
stant a man can be ruined for time 
and for eternity. 

My theme is defiant gainbling. De 
fiant, yea!) ‘The gambler defies God 
and in utter recklessness stakes his 
fortune in this world and his hopes 
of the next. ‘The accursed evil is a 
violation of G8d‘s laws as well as 
man’s. Defiant because when the win- 
nings and losines of a gainbler’s life- 
time are balaticed it: will inevitably 
be found that the demon Fortuna has 
robbed her victim both of his soul 
and his pocketbook, 

Gambling — is robbery. It takes 
Wealth and gives nothing in return, 
It puts not one copper into the 
world’s treasury, It plants no seed, 
Tt digs no gold from the mine, It 
rows no wool upon the sheep's 
back.

Vanderbilt started out to make a 
Suceess in this world not even his 
most intimate friends could charge 
him with being an intentional phil- 
anthropist. Any one who had any 
financial dealings with old Cornelius 
always knew that he was looking out 
first and last for himself, and “for 
himself alone. But when Cornelius 
Vanderbilt in the legitimate role of 
railroad developer. served himself he 
Was also serving mankind. Wis rail- 
roads gave employment to thousande 
and tens of thot sands of snen and 
supported those nien's fain lis 





iron roads developed whole regions 
in the west which would never have 
been opened by any other pioneer 
than the Cyclopoan eve of the loco- 
motive’s headlight.

The gambling passion not only 
robs men of their fortunes, but de- 
moralizes their minds, It unfits its 
vietims for the common dutles of 
ordinary life.

“The Caledonian Railway Company, 
who'wers amongst ‘tho first of the 
‘British ‘Railways to ', experiment 
with large waggons for the working 
of freight traffic, some time ago di- 
vided an initial order for 50 “‘bigh- 
capacity” waggons between British 
and American builders, glying a con- 
tract for thirty waggons: to the 
Ieeds Forge “Company, whilst the 
erection of the ‘remaining twenty 
waggohs was entrusted to an Amer- 
ican firm at 6t. Louls, U.S.A. © The 
placing of the contract was a prac- 
tical test between ‘British and Amer- 
jean design and ‘workmanship, the 
waggons having to be delivered to 
the gauge limits of the Caledonian 
line, and to the satisfaction of the 
Company's Locomotive Guperintend- 
ent. Despite a jarge order for steel 
waggons for South ‘Africa, the Lecds 
Forge Company erected their wag- 
gons well within contract time, and 
the whole of them were in working 
some time before ‘the first consign- 
ment of six waggons mwas shipped 
from America. Tho American wag- 
fons arrived tn bections, being put 
together on tho Hock rails at Glas- 
gow. After being put together, how- 
ever, the waggons had to be prac- 
tically cut to*pleces and rebuilt, and 
as the materia! and workmanship 
was found to ‘be so defective, the 
Caledonian Rallway Company Intim-

Why should the freezing point be 
marked 32 degrees and the boiling 
point 212 degrees on the Fabrenheit: 
hermometer scalo? Most students 
know. that its Inventor divided the 
space between these points into 150 
degrees instead of the simpler 100 de- 
grees used In the Centigrade system, 
but few understand how this number 
came to be chosen. A writer thus ex- 
plains the matter: 

The thermometer was really invented 
by Sir Isnac Newton. He started his 
scale with the beat of the human body 
and used ‘as his instrument a glass tube 
filled with lnseed ofl. The lowest fig- 
ure on the scale was the freezing point 
and the highest point boiling water. 
The starting point of this scale, us 
mentioned, was the beat of the human 
body, which he called by the round 
number 12, as the duodecimal system 
was then in common use. He divided 
the space between the freezing point 
and the temperature of the body into 
12 points and stated that the boiling 
point of water woul! be about 30, as 
the temperature norust be nearly three 
times that of the human body. 

When Fahrenheit took up the subject 
a few years Inter he used the Newton 
instrument, but, finding the scale not 
fine enough, divided each degree into 
two parts and so made the measure 
between the freezing and boiling points 
24 parts Instead of 12. Fabrenbeit then 
discovered that he could obtain a low- 
er degree of cold than freezing, and, 
taking a mixture of ice and salt for a 
starting point, be counted 24 points up 
to body beat. By this measurenient be 
obtained 8 for the freezing point and 
63 for the boiling point. His scale now 
read: Zero, freezing. 8; body heat, 24, 
and boiling water, 53. It will be no- 
ticed that this scale {s identloally that 
of Newton's, only starting lower und 
having the numbers doubicd. 

It was witb this scale that Falren- 
helt worked for a long time, but finat- 
ly. finding the temperature divisions 
atill too large, he divided each degree 
into four parta. Multiplying the nutn- 
bers just given by four the thermonmec 
ter scale now In use results. 

The chance choice of Newton of the 
figure 12 to represent the body heat 
determined the present thermometer 
scale, even as the yard, foot nnd Inch 
mensures originally came from meas- 
ures of parts of the human body, and 
as tho width of a railroad carriage was 
determined by the track, which in 
turn was determined by the width be- 
tween the cart wheels necessary to 
benr a load which could comfortably 
be drawn by 2 mule.

GIENT STATUTE, 
(Detroit Evening News.) 

Were a citizen of Canada to be told 
that fer asserting or maintaining that 
there are more Gods than one or for 
denying the divine inspiration of the 
Old or New ‘Testaments, he would be 
liable to three years' Imprisonment he 
would be unable to express “his- 
amazement or incredulity; yet if he 
should consult his lawyer, he would 
learn that such is probably the case, 

Such was stated to be the law by 
no less % personage than the Hon. 
Robert Alexander Harrison. Chief 
Justice of the Court of Queen's 
fLench in Ontario in 1878, 

The grounds for this opinion were 
that, by astatute passed by Parlia- 
inent in the 'ycar 1792, it was provid, 
ed that in ail matters of controversy 
relative to property ind civil rights, 
revert shall be had to the laws ‘of 
England, and the cule forsthe deci- 
sion cf the same, At that thine, an 
act passed in the year 169%. the 
tenth year of the reiza of Witlissu 
LIL, “tor the more effectual suppre 
siof cf blasphemy aad profancness,” 
wns still in force. Hy the. Statute of 
1792, this, therefore, “occame embed- 
jod in Canadian law and the penalty 
above referred to js sull in effect, 
although the law has been repealed 
iu England. :

not be appreciably diminished in 
welght by the foest balance. A cubic 
fach of air rising from the flame of a 
Bunsen burner has been found to con- 
tain no fewer than 489,000,000 dust par- 
ticles, A drop of blood which might be 
suspended from the point of a needle 
contains about a million of red Gat- 
tened corpuscles. Still, though matter 
ts 30 marvelously divisible, the olfac- 
tory nerves are infinitely more sens!- 
tive. Much has yet to be investigated 
with regard to the differentiation of 
the points in these nerves so that they 
may discriminate with such apparent- 
iy miraculous accuracy. Yet even the 
tesults in the scent of dogs show how 
marvelously fine {s their discriminating 
power, Our sense of smell, unless in 
the trained chemist, is not even so 
acute as that of the semisavage. The 
aborigines of Peru can in the darkest 
night and in the thickest woods diatin- 
guish respectively a white man, a ne- 
gro and one of their own race by the 
smell. Much we have gained by civill- 
zation, but not without some loss to our 
bodily energies and senses. Man’s re- 
cuperative power after an Injury fs In 
the inyerse ratio to bis social advance- 
ment. Similarly be seems to become 


less acute and delicate in the sense of 


smell as he fares better and lives more 
comfortably.

Canadian Commiasioners Mefused to Aoc- 
cept the Conclusions of lorl Alver- 
atene and the American Kepresent- 
atives on the Tribunal—The Majority's 
Decision Practically Concedes All the 
Claims Put Forward by the U.S. 


London, Oct. 21.—Following is an 


official digest of the Alaska decision: » 


Tho decision of the tribunal it made 
up of answers to the seven questions 
contained in the treaty of 1903 con- 
stituting the tribunal. 

First question—What is intended as 
tho point of comméncement of tho 
line? 

Answer—Tho line commences at 
Capo Muzon. $ . ra 
_ Second question—What channel is 
the Vortland Channel? 

Answor—The Portland Channel pas- 
ses north of Pearse and Wales — 1s- 
lands, and enters the occan through 
Tongas Passago between Wales and 
Sitklan Islands, . 

Third question—What course should 
the line take from the point of coim- 
inencement to the entrance of Port- 
land: Channel? 

Answer—A straight lino to the mid- 
dle of the entrance of Tongas Pas- 
Suge, 

Fourth questian—To what point on 
the S6th parallel is the line to be 
drawn from tho head of the Portland 
Channel, and what course should it 
follow between these points? 

Answer—A_ straight line between 
Salmon and Bear Rivers direct to 
the 56th parallel of latitude. 

Fifth question—in extending the 
line of demarcation northward from 
said point on the parallel of the S6th 
degree of north latitude, following 
the crest. of the mountains situated 
parallel to the coast until its interes 
rection with the 141st degree of lon- 
gitude west of Greenwich, subject to 
the condition that if such line should 
anywhere exceed tho distance of ten 
marine Jeagues from tho ocean, then 
the boundary between the British 
and the Russian territory should be 
formed by aw line parallel to the 
sinuositics of the coast, and distant 
therefrom not more than ten marine 
leagues; was it the intention 
meaning of said convention of 1835 
that there should remain in the ex- 
clusive possession of Russia a con.

"WHALES AS’ THEY DIVE. 


Something About the Habits of the 
=». Ocean Monsters, 

> Both whalers and naturalists have 
usually held that when whales “‘sound" 
‘they descend to great depths, says 
{Knowleilge. One writer on the subject 
estimates that the larger members of 
the group dive fully n thousand yards. 
In a memolr published in Belgium Dr. 
Racoyvitza challenges this belicf and 
states that In his opinion 100 yards js 
the maximum depth to which any 
whale can dive and that many spccies 
cannot reach anything like that limit. 
Saye the writer: 

Why should whales want to go to 
such depths? All whaics sound for the 
purpose of obtaining food, and In the 
profound darkness of 1,000 yards what 
food could they get? Those species 
which feed on animalcules might, per- 
haps, obtaln what'they want. But how 
about the species which feel on fishes 
and cuttles? At a deptb of 1,000 yards 
they certainly could not use their eyes 
to detect nonluminous species, and we 
have no evidence whatever that they 
feed on the self luminous deep sca fish 
and cutties, if, Indecd, there be any of 
the iatter. On the contrary, the available 
evidence Indicates that they feed on 
ordinary Ught dwelling fishes and cut- 
tles which ilve in much shallower 
zones, But this is not all. It is known 
that the effects of a pressure of more 
than three atmospheres prore fatal to 
human Iife; and, altbough we may be- 
lieve that whales can stand treble this 
pressure, or nine atmospheres, which 
would occur at about ninety yards’ 
depth, is it conceivable that they could 
resist the effect of ten times the Intter 
preasure, or ninety atmospheres? More- 
over, does it seem possible that a whale 
whose botly is only slightly hearler 
than water at ordinary pressure could 
exert the muscular force necessary to 
propel that body to a depth of 1,000 
yards? 





COLD WAVES.

The cold wave, so much dreaded by 
most people, Ls really a blessing tn dis 
guise. It charges the atmosphere wi'!s 
fresh oxygen and a surplus of freo 
electricity, which produces a most ex- 
Ullnrating and beneficial effect upon 
mankind. Torpld energies are aroused, 
physical vigor and resistance Increased, 
by the advent of n cold wave to such 
an extent that any Incidental damage 
is more than made up for. 

The American climate has always 
been recognized as a strong factor In 
causing the aggressivencss and enter- 
prise which have lifted our people Into 
the first rank among nations and made 
us commercially supreme. The cold 
wave, with {ts results of Increased en- 
ergy and vigor, {s 2 meteorological phe- 
nomenon pecullar to this country.. The 
chief of the weather bureau at Wash- 
Jngton exp!aing the origin of this wave. 

It appears that with a high pressure 
system, rotating with great velocity, 
large volumes of coll air are drawn 
down from abore the clouds, so that 
the cold wave Is “homemade,” being 
simply a product of motion, The sys- 
tem of motion originates in the north- 
west, but the cold air comes from 
above the clouds, 

The cold ware fs not only useful for 
Its beneficial effect upon the human 
system, but a8 a cleavalpg and purify- 
ing agency. It dissipates the deadly 
earbonle acid gas, the product of respi- 
ration and combustion, and the foul ef- 
fluvia of decaying matter, increasing 
atmospheric circulation generally and 


thereby relieving stagnation. 
‘ 


A Water Teat. 

It Is one of the casiest things In the 
World to tell pure water from the Im- 
pure. If you want to test the color of 
the water Just Gl a colorfess glass bot- 
(lo with the water and look through It 
at sone black object, and the distinc 
Uveness with which you can sce the 
object will give you nn sdea as to the 
amount of clay or sand there fs In the 
water. Then pour out one-balf the wa- 
ter, cork the bottle tightly and sect It 
in a warm place for about twenty-four 
hours. Remove the cork and sinell the 
air in the bottle. if there Is un offen- 
aivo odor, even the slightest, the water 
ls unfit for domestic uses. Well water, 
no niatter how bright and sparkling, is 
olne times out of ten putrescent. Then, 
as n matter of coursy decomposition Is 
sure to set In In a day or two if you 
put the bottle fn a warm place.

Why sbould whales want to go to 
such depths? All whales sound for the 
purpose of obtaining food, and in the 
profound darkness of 1,000 yards what 
food could they get? Those species 
which feed on animalcules might, per- 
haps, obtain what they want. But how 
about the species which fee8 on fishes 
and cuttles? At a depth of 1,000 yards 
they certainly could not use their eyes 
to detect nonluminous species, and we 
hare no evidence whatever that they 
feed on the self luminous deep sea fish 
and cutties, if, Indeed, there be any of 
the latter. On the contrary, the avaliable 
evidence Indicates that they feed on 
ordinary light dwelling fishes and cut- 
tles which Ilve in much shallower 
zones, Bot this is not all. It is known 
that the effects of a pressure of more 
than three atmospheres prove fatal to 
human life; and, although we may be- 
Neve that whales can stand treble this 
pressure, or nine atmospheres, which 
would occur at about ninety yards’ 
depth, is it conceivable that they could 
resist the effect of ten times the latter 
pressure, or nincty atmospheres? More- 
over, does it seem possible that a whale 
whose body Is only slightly hearler 
than water at ordinary pressure could 
exert the muscular force necessary to 
propel that body to a depth of 1,000 
yards?

The cold wave, so much dreaded by 
most people, Is really ao blessing in dis 
guise. It charges the atmospbere with 
fresh oxygen cod a surplus of fre 
electricity, which produces a most ex- 
Ullarating and beneficial effect upon 
mankind. Torpid energics are aroused, 
physical vigor and resistance increased, 
by the advent of n cold wave to such 
an extent that any Incidental damage 
{s more than made up for. 

The American climate has nlways 
been recognized as a strong factor In 
causing the aggressiveness and enter- 
prise which have lifted our people tuto 
the frat rank among nations and made 
us commercially supreme. The cold 
wave, with {ts results of Increased en- 
ergy and vigor, is a meteorological phe- 
nomenon pecullar to this country.. The 
chlef of the weather bureau at Wash- 
Ington explains the origin of this ware. 

It appears that with a bigh pressure 
system, rotating with great velocity, 
large volumes of cold alr are drawn 
down from above the clouds, so that 
the cold wave {s “homemade,” being 
simply a product of motion. The sys- 
tem of motion orlginates in the north- 
west, but the cold air comes from 
above the clouds. 

The cold ware {fs not only useful for 
its bencficlal effect dpon the human 
system, but as a cleansing and purify- 
ing agency. It dissipates the deadly 
earboni¢ ackl gas. the product of respl- 
ration and combustion, and the foul ef- 
fluvia of decaying matter, Increasing 
atmospheric circulation generally and 
thereby relleving stagnation,

the water just Gl n colorfess glass bot- 
tlo with the water and look through It 
at some black object, and the distinc 
Uveness with which you can ece the 
object will give you an idea as to the 
amount of clay or sand there Is In the 
water. Then pour out one-balf the wa- 
ter, cork the bottle tightly and set it 
In a warm place for about twenty-four 
bours, Remove the cork and sinell the 
air in the bottle. If there Is an offen- 
sive odor, cven the slightest, the water 
is unOt for domestle uses. Well water, 
bo matter how bright and sparkling, is 
Dine times out of ten putrescent. Then, 
3s n matter of course, decomposition Is 
aure to set {n in o day or two if you 
put the bottle In a warm place.

Proroga- 
tion.will be followed by communica- 
tion between Sir ‘Wilfrid Laurier and 
Senator Fairbanks. If ull goes well, 
the date for the commission will then 
be arranged. We fwill then get to- 
gether and sce what cary be done, It 
will be amecting of momentous Im- 
portance, for we “re either about to 
establish better trade relations be- 
tween Canada and the United States 
or to enter upon a carcer where we 
shall be governed exclusively by our 
belief as to what our own Interests 
require. I feel anxious to sce the end 
reached, and to know which one gf 
the roads that fead to the parting of 
the ways we shall “enter.”

‘The suggestion is being widely 
made that the United States should 
concede the two islands she obtained 
in the Portland Canal in return | for 
the concession by Canada of the rest 
of the United States’ case, or the 
concession of the Canadian case re- 
garding the boundary line in return 
for the acquisition of Pearse and 
Wales Islands by the United States, 

Another suggestion is that Canada 
should receive nearly the whole of 
of tho territory arbitrated in return 
foc a British sacrifice in another part 
of the: world. 3 

‘The cost of the recent arbitration 
is estimated at close to $400,000. 
Cunada spent nearly $200,000 in 
preparing the case and in fees to 
Uritish luwyers, 

The United States’ expenditure was 
about $100,000. 


AYLESWORTH RINGS TRUE. 


Manly Reasons Gtvem For Hefscai to Sign 
the Alasks Award. 


London, Oct. 23.—The Times ver- 
terday morning published the dissent- 
ing opinion presented to the Alaska 
Boundary ‘Tribunal by A, B. Ayles- 
worth, K. C., one of the Canadian 
counnissioners. It is dated Oct. 17, 
and takes up three columns in Tho 
‘Times, and is a most minute discus- 
sion of the whole treaty question, 
and a recital of Mr. Aylesworth's 
reasons for disagrecing with the ma- 
jority. It concludes as follows: 

“Ll have merely to say that the 
course the majority of this tribunal 
has decided to take with regard to 
the islands at the entrance of the 
Portland Channel is, in my humble 
judgment, so opposed to the plain 
requirements of Justice, and so abso- 
lutely irreconcilable with any  dispo- 
sition of that branch of this case 
upon principles of a judicial chara:- 
ter, that I respectfully decline to af- 
ix my signature to their award. 

(Signed) **Aylesworth.”" 
Wilt Demand Greater Fewers. 

Liverpool, Oct. 24,—Before leaving 
here yesterday A, B. Aylesworth, K. 
C., one of the Canadian comumission- 
ers to the Alaska Boundary ‘Tribun- 
al, said in justification of his refusal 
to sign the award: 

“It was more of a compromise 
than a judicial decision, Its — effect 
will be that Dominion goods travers- 
ing the disputed territory must pay 
high tariff! ‘duties to the United 
States, The Canadians feel so 
keenly on this subject that, although 
there will be no cry of separation, 
they probably will demand a Jarger 
power of self-government in order to 
prevent in the future ao repetition of 
such decisions,"*

Fell Dreas Debate,

theme of the Alaska boundary award 
constituted a fitting finale to the pro- 
ceedings of the romarkable session 
which was precipitated by Mr. Bour- 
rassa_of Labelle, was participated in 
by the Icadera on both sides.

Tou Prime Minister replied in’ a 
Speech pregnant with political signi- 
ficance. tle scouted the idea that 
Lord Alverstone had sacrificed Can- 
ada’s interests by consenting to on 
finding that could not be regarded 
us a judicial devixsion, Still he was 
Qt wu loxs to account for his partial- 
ity and adverse decision in what was 
considered the incontestably strong- 
ost part of Cannda’s case, and declar- 
«ed be would await Lord: Alverstone’s 
reasoned opinion before pronouncing 
judgment upon it. 

But the Prime Minister’t signifi- 
cant statement was that the whole 
dificulty arose through Canada’s 
hands being tied by the Imperial 
connection, and that the time had 
vome for Canada to petition the 
British Parliament to be trusted 
with treaty making powers. 

Present Fewers Insufficient. 


-On this) point Sir Wilfrid said: 
“The difficulty un I conceive it to 
be is that so Jong as Canada re- 
tunins a dependency of the British 
Crown the present powers we have 
ure not “sufficient for the mainte- 
nance of our rights. It is important 
that we should ask the British 
Parliaiwent to grant more extensive 
power, so that if ever we have to deal 
with matters of a similar nature 
aguin we shall deal with them in our 
own way.”* 

Mr. Borden—Did not the iight 
Hon, Minister state in regard to the 


Colonial conferernre during the de 
bate on the address at the present 
session that the political relations 


were absolutely satisfactory, and 
Uhat no inoditications were required? 

Sir Wilfrid—I stated that in so far 
ns Iinpprial federation was concern- 
ed. It is important that we should 
be calm in regard to this matter, 
We have not lost everything. ‘Tho 
Anmwericans have not gained every 
thing they wanted. Jf there is x 
thing E regret it is that the Yukon 
Bill in 1808 did not become law, 
If it had we would not now he con- 
fronted with this difficulty, But it is 
no use to look back on the past. It 
tehooves us at an early date to ex- 
tablish communication upon Cann- 
dian — territory between the Yuken 
and the rest of the Dominion. 1 am 
not prepared to say what we should 
recommend. But it is a question for 
all Canadinny, and they should tw pre 
pared for some sacrifice in order to 
establish communication between the 
distant and imdre settled: parts of 
our country. (Cheers, )

St. Catharines, Oct. 26.—A fire 
that just missed being a “frightful 
holocust visited Ridley College “Up- 
per School’ in the early hours of 
yesterday morning, and despite the 
utmost efforts of the firemen, aided 
by scores of citizens, completely de- 
stroyed the building. 

Had the discovery of the fire been 
delayed a few moments longer there 
ix not an doubt that the escape of the 
62 pupils, 4 teachers, 13 fomale and 
3 male servants, Who were soundly 
sleeping ih the college, would have 
been cut off, and tho loss of life 
would havo: been frightful. By soo’:| 
fortune, however, the alarm wax rites 
just in time to permit of the escape 
of every individual, although not one 
Got out without a greater or smaller 
loss of clothing, books and other 
Personal effects, pupils and servants 
lost everything, except the few gar- 
ments which were hastily donned in 
the hurry and excitement following 
the discovery that fire was raging in 
the front of the building and = wax 
spreading with amazing rapidity to 
the rear apartments, 


Clad Only in Night Clothes 


Many of the boys made their exit, 
clad only in their night clothes and 
dressing gowns, snatched irrespective 
of ownership from their pegs, in the 
dormitory, and carrying what books 
they. could under their arms, Most 
of the teachers lost everything they 
had in the building, 

But the female servants were tho 
heaviest personal losers. They all 
lost their clothing except such as 
they wore, and all their other ef- 
fects, and, in some cascs, their money 
was consuincd.

BOUNDARY NOT FIXED. 
Commission Decided the Wessession ef 
Headwaters of Intets. 


Washington, Oct. 26.—Maps pur- 
porting to give the now Alaskan 
boundary as determined by the 
Alaskan Boundary Commission are 
of no value whatever, according to 
ofiicers atthe State Departinent. 
The Boundary Commission, by the 
terms of the treaty creating it, had 
no authority to decide upon a line. 
It was competent only to interpret 
the treaty of 1825 in the light” of 
contemporary maps and documents. 
It could determine only what the 
framers of that treaty intended, and 
the decision had to be rade without 
reference to present day conditions, 

Not a foot of American territory 
was lost in the great stretch from 
the head of Portlund Canal to Mount 
St. Elins, where Canada laid claim 





under the interpretations of the 
treaty to 25,000 square miles of 
land, which we retain. In fact, the 


United States gets considerablo ter- 
ritory which it did not claim, in 
that it will be found necessary in 
luying down. a ‘practicable boundary 
to run the lino more than . thirty 
miles inland from several promontor- 
ies in the deeply indented const, The 
important point, however, was not 
the smount of territory involved, but 
the possession of the headwaters of 
the inlets.

Checks and Drafts. 


A bank check fs really o sight draft’ 


ou the depositor’s bank. It differs from 
a draft in wording and is used in pay- 
Ing a creditor, whereas a draft Is com- 
monly used as a means of collecting 
money from a debtor, The bank fs 
obliged to pay a check if it bas funds 
enough of the drawer to mect it, but 
the person on whom a draft is drawn 
may or may not honor it at pleasure. 
Another use to which merchants put 
drafts Is in sending remittances from 
one part of the country to another, for 
as banks keep moncy on deposit {fn all 
of the large commercial centers a bank 
draft is simply the bank's check draw- 
ing on its deposit with some other bank 
which ft calls its correspondent. Banks 
sell these drafts or “casbicr checks” to 
customers,

BODY IS THE TEMPLE 





POWERFUL PROTEST AGAINST ITS

Chicago, Oct. 25.—This sermon isa 
powerful protest against the abuso 
of the body through sin and negloct 
end a plea for its consccration to 
God's service and to holy and = up- 
right living. The text is 1 Corin- 
thians vi, 19, “‘Know ye not that 
your body is the temple of the Holy 
Ghost?”" 

More than Westminster Abbey is 
te London or Notre Dame to Paris 
or the Vatican to Rome or the mos- 
que of St. Sophia to Constantinople, 
more than Diana‘s temple was to 
Ephesus or the shrine of Atheno to 
Athens, King Solomon's temple Was 
to the Hebrew heart. It was tho one 
spot about which national pride and 
religious fervor centered; it was tho 
one place above all others which tho 
Israelite wanted to sce, as the Mus- 
sulman devotce says, “‘Let me, I 
pray thee, worship once at Mecca po 
fore I dic.’ In it was the Shechinah, 
the holy of holies, the repository of 
the covenantal ark, Jt was God’s 
footstool. It was like a fragment of 
heaven’s manifested glories. 

Like the Taj Mahal of India, whose 
Walls Were once inlaid with gold and 
precious stones to the value of mil- 
lions upon millions of dollars, the 
Solomonic temple was famous not 
so much for its size as for its in- 
trinsic worth. ‘The weight of the 
nails ciuployed in the temple,"’ the 
book of Chronicles tells us, ‘was 
fifty shckels of solid gold.** Josephus, 
the sécular historian, records that 
its “‘walls were composed entirely of 
white stone; that the walls and ccil- 
ings were wainscoted with cedar, 
which was covered with the purest 
gold.*" So precious were the materi- 
als and utensils of this wonderful 
Sanctuary that the fame of them 
spread to forcign lands and excited 
the cupidity of Shishak and Jchoash, 
who journeyed to Jerusalem to plun- 
der it. All its glory and grandeur, 
however, were reduced to ashes when 
King Nebuchadnezzar, after stripping 
it of its gold and removing its jJewel- 
ed vessels, applied the torch and its 
spirit, after an earthly existence of 
417 years, Elijah-like, ascended tow- 
ard heaven in a chariot of fire. Can 
we bo mistaking in thinking that o 
building so beautiful and so exception- 



















had a spirit? Is there-n6t a spirit 
-incathatedi-St Paul's, the work of 
Sir Christopher Wren? In the chasto 
architecture of the Church of tho 
Madeleine in Paris? In the grandeur 
of the cathedral of Milan and in St. 
Mark's of Venice. Why not, then, in 
that magnificent edifice in which God 
dwelt among men? 

Not alone in gold and precious 
stones was the temple of Solomon 
unique. It was great in its spiritual 
associations, Its very site had a 
sanctity of its own. It was so sac- 
rot in the eyes‘of king and people 
that when the temple: was erected 
measures were taken to avoid even 
the ordinary sounds of tools. In the 
book of Kings we. read, “And the 
house, when it was building, was 
Wuilt of stone made ready before it 
was brought thither, so that there 
was neither hammer or ax nor any 
tool of iron heard in the house whilo 
it was in building.’’ When the tem- 
ple’s walls were reared they rose 
amid tho impressive sacredness of sk 
lence. So sacred was the place that 
on the day of the temple's dedication, 
on the day when the ark of the cov- 
enant was place within the holy of 
holies, “the glory of the Lord filled 
the house of the Lord.’”. It filled all 
the house with a bright’cloud; it fill- 
ed the house with the same majestic 
syinbol as that which ted the Israel- 
ites through the desert, as that which 
the prophet saw ‘around the throne of 
God and as that which overshadow. 
ed our Lord when he talked with 
Moses and Elias on the mount of 
Transfiguration. 

Paul had in mind both the intrin- 
sie value and the surpassiny sanctity 
of the Solomonic temple in the con- 
Parison of the text. The physical 
hody of man is a temple in both 
senses of the word. Paul was not 
one of thoxe who despised the **flesh,** 
as we term the ‘flesh.’ Ie did not 
believe that “beauty fa only skin 


deep” and that “ugliness sinks to 
the bone.” He believed that the 
Connection between the body and 


the soul is so close that you cannot 
injure one without affecting the other. 
So Paul, in these words of my text, 
practically says to all men and vo- 
men, “Be careful what you do with 
that hand; be careful how you mis- 
use that foot; be cureful that you do 
hot.let the tongue become defiled with 
wicked words.”” Know ye not that 
your body is the place where God 
looks through the window of the cryo 
and speaks through the trumpet of 
the throat and feels with tho append. 
ages of the fingers? Be careful of 
that frame of bone and muscle and 
sinew—that physical frame of yours, 
Gilead with arterial canals through 
which the blood courses. “Know yo 
not that your body is the temple of 
the Holy Ghost?’* 

The physical hody, in the first 
Place, should he a strong temple. Its 
chest should be broad and d& ep, its 
limits supple and sinewy, its nerves 
steady and like cords of stecl, its 
bear beating with the regularity of 
& pumping qutomation: it should be 
made as strong as possible becauso 
all temporal and spiritual happincss 
dopends to a great extent upon. the 
physical, body being in a healthy con- 
dition. ~ 

Not only happiness, but also most 
of temporal and spiritual usefulness, 
is dependent upon physical health. 






We study with  wondorment the gi- 
gantic work of the invalid Robert 
Hall, of the invalid’ Frederick = W.

R. Green and of the invalid Henry 
Kirko White, who continucd to work, 
although he was fighting death step 
by step. Yet for the most part you 
will find that the great leaders of 
the world ‘have had strong bodics. 
But, though the necessity of physical 
health should be an axiom, yet the 
strange fact remains that most 
people by counticss follies uro tn- 
grantly undermining the physical 
walls of the temple of the Holy 





Ghost. They are overworking the. 


body, as you sometimes sce a tired 
horse compelled to pull too big a 
load. They are abusing the body 
with the idea that God will forgive 
thom because they are trying to do 
his work. No, no, my friends. This 
abuse of the body must not be. The 
temple of the Holy Ghost should be 
whysically strong temple. The 
broader a man’s shoulders the hcav- 
jer is the load he can lift for Christ, 
The louder his voice the farther, all 
things being equal, he can sound 
forth the message of a Saviour’s sac- 
rifce. 

The temple of the Woly Spirit, in 
the next place, should be a clean 
body. There are some men whose 
bodies are given over to moral filth- 
iness, They are like xotne of the an- 
ciont heathen temples which wore 
avowedly dedicated to the deities of 
lust, drunkenness and debauchery, the 
existence of which Was a national 
dishonor, The worship performed in 
those temples was xo vile that you 
could not describe it in public with- 


out bringing a blush of shamo to 
yevery modest check and a demand 
}for silence from every modest lp. 


Let the temple of your body be clean, 
as Christ wanted the Jerusalem tem- 
ple to be clean when he drove th 
tradcra out of that temple, crying, 
“Is it not written my house — shall 
be called af all nations the house of 
prayer, but ye have made it a den 
of thieves?" clean as David wanted 
his physical altar to be clean when 
he uttered the agonizing prayer, 
“Wash me thoroughly from my inf- 
quity ang cleanse me from my sin,"* 
or that other pleading besecchment, 
“Cleanse thou ome from secret 
faults,”’ 

llave you ever secn oa sanctuary 
of brick and stone which has ben 
dedicated to God destroyed by carth- 
quake or by fire? Well, 1 have. 
On a dark, stormy night 1 was 
awakened in my Brooklyn home by 
the rumbling of the fire engines. 1 
heard a quick rap at my door, as 
my sister called: “Wake up! Tho 
Tabernacle is in ames!” 1 hurricd- 
ly dressed and ascended to the cup- 
ola of our house, which overlooked 
the city. There the whole family 
were gathered. The air seomed 
charged und surcharged with slex-- 
tricity, Off in the distance the pub- 
lic buildings of tho city looked like 


ally hallowed by the Diving Presence “the great white mansions of a celes- 


tial city, making by contrast the 
scene more dramatic. The church 
did not burn as other buildings scem- 
ed to burn, but its roof In its entirety 
Was o mass of living coals. It look- 
ed like an altar, a huge altar upon 
which was being sacrificed the whole 
life’s ministry of the noble father 
who stood by my side. Suddenly it 
swayed and thivered, like unto a 
dazed and dying man. *“fhere it 
goes!’ suid mother, Yes, thore it 
went. With one Jurch it was gone, 
while we stood huddled together in 
the darkness. .My father and I put 
on our greatcoats, and started out 
in the storin, As we pushed through 
the crowds outside the guarding 
ropes we found the congregation 
there assembled, not by the church 
bell, but by the firemgm’s call, Some 
of the people were weeping and sob- 
bing as though their hearts would 
break. Some of them had been bap- 


tized as children in that church, 
Some of them had mourned beside 
their dead within those walls, — Ab, 


it is a sud sight to see a cathedral 
or a city church or g Jittle village 
meeting house destroyed by fire. 
But it will be Infinitely sadder to, 
see a human being. whore  boily 
might be a temple of the Moly Ghost, 
consumed by the fires of hideous pas- 
sions and appetites. DLeware, O man, 
that you never desecrate that temple 
of your body or sacrifice on tho al- 
tar of your heart which should be 
consecrated to God offerings to the 
demons of perdition. 

The temple of the Holy Spirit 
should have-a beautiful body—beauti- 
ful in reference to the glance of its 
eye: beautiful in the tone = of its 
voice; beautiful as far as possible in 
reference to its apparel; beautiful as 
Sarah was beautiful, whose husband 
Rave to her one of the sweetest anid 
yet courtlicat of compliments when 
he turned and in the quaint language 
of the cast said, “Thou art a fair 
woman to look upon.”

Christ has often ‘been worshiped in 
acmud hut or an open barn, but he 
deserves the noblest and best of hu- 
wan urchitecture, We bave all read 
how tillions upon millions of dollars 
Were spent to make artistic the 
sanctunries of the east. The great- 
est of sculptors have chiseled for

“But,"" says soe son, “how can

ius, for the second time be born of 
the flesh."") Oh, yes, my brother, you 
can. You can start to-day to’ ob- 
tain from God. thut grace which will 
make you physically a new being. It 
is a physiological law that every 
soven yeara the body goes through 
a completo change. Seven years 
now there will not be any part of a 
bone, finger nail or atom of fiesh in 
your physical existenzo which is part 
of you to-day, You are always put- 
ting off an old body; you are al- 
Ways putting on a now. Galen was 
converted from atheism by studying 
the wonderful construction of a hu- 
man skeleton. But the movement of 
a joint in a skelcton ix not nearly so 
wondorful to mo as tho fact that the 
skeleton of'a man who did when ho 
Was seventy years of age represents 
at loast ten distinct skclotons, which 
at different periods of his existence 
walked around under the same man's 
personality. 

The physical body is continually 
being changed. This fact being then 
granted, if you will only let the 
Holy Ghost dwell within the temple 
which ought -to bo his, then he will 
make you physically over ancw. 
Your voice will become softer in 
tone, because then it will only speak 
the language of love. Your face will 
change in looks, for then your gent- 
ler spirit will mold it. Your hand 
will chango its conformation, for 
then, instead of being tho knotted 
muscles of a human brute or the 
close fist of a miser, looking in its 
vindictiveness liko the grinning gar- 
goyles of Notre Dame, ready to 
spring upon their prey below, it will 
be the opened palm of succor and 
have the warp grasp of a sympathe- 
tic touch. Yes, my brother, you can 
artistically and aesthetically as well 
as spiritually beautify your physical 
body.. You can surrender it, in the

- A strong temple! A clean temple! 
A beautiful temple! We have been 
describing them all. But, after all, 
what is a temple? A temple is a 
building dedicated to the worship of 
a doity. its four walls inclose a 
holy place in which that deity is» 
supposed to dwell,, Each temple is 
supposed to be the personal property 
of an individual divinity in the same 
sense as qa man’s house belongs to 
him when the titlo deed is not only 
put in the family safe, but also re- 
corded among the county records. 

If this be true what is the next 
step? Why, cach temple should have 
a day when it is publicly dedicated 
to the Deity for whom it is built. 
When the Solomonic temple was to 
be at last deiicated the king made 
the service one of national import. 
He assembled in one place all tho 
officers and men of state, and on that 
occasion he sacrificed 120,000 sheep 
and 22,000 oxen,. The rivers of blood 
which flowed from that altar signify 
to us how great an occasion that de- 
dication must have been. 

Now, my brother, it is right and 
proper that every temple should be 
publicly dedicated. When are you 
going to publicly dedicate your 
temple, your physical body, to the 
service of Jesus Christ? This body is 
a priceless treanure which we should 
offer him. | Mow precious it is but 
few can fully appreciate unless they 
lose part of their physical anatomy. 
‘The hand—it has carried for us many 
burdens; the foot—it walked for us 
many miles; the tongue—it has ex- 
pressed for us many a Want. When 
are you going tu dedicate this body, 
this old body of yours, to Jesus 
Christ? Do you not want to give it 
to Christ, so that he inay givo it 
divine rejuvenation? 

I never wish to hear a man make 
a siighting remark about his physi- 
cal body. Nover say, a3 do 80 
many, "Oh, I do not care what be- 
comes of my body after I am dead!"’ 
You should care, my brother. You 
should care, in the first place, be- 
cause that body has been a good 
friend to you, and, secondly, be- 
cause that body. if it be Christ's 
now, is to be ‘“‘sown in corruption 
and raised in incorruption,”’ a glori- 
Ged, immortal spiritual body, fit for 
the companionship of the angels and 
the redeemed. 

Speak no ill about your body. Re- 
member also, my brother, you should 
not compel your loved onea to do 
with your body what they do not 
Want to do, “I shall be cremated,’ 
I heard q man say some timo ago. 
I turned to him and said: ‘Friend, 
you have not any right to demand 
that your loved ones shall cremate 
your body. If they wish to do it all 
right. But if they do not wish to do 
_ it then let them have the sweet yet 
sad comfort of going out to your 
grave to plant a few forgetmenots

Sault Ste, Maric, Mich., Oct. 27.—

jason were drowned, The rest of the 
crew of 19 men were taken off the 
Sauber by the crew of tho steamer 
Yale, The Yale's crow worked four 
hours rescuing the crew of the Saub- 
cr, Robinson was pinched between a 
yawl boat and the Yale and went 
down before help could reach him, 
Capt. Morris was on the deck of the 
Sauber after all the others had been 
taken off, when the steamer’s boiler 
burst, and he was blown into the 
lake, The Sauber waa owned by It. 
W.. Becker of Cleveland, The blow on 
Lake Superior is reported to be the 
worst in 23 years, 

Steamer Advcace Barned. 

Sault Ste. Marie, Oct. 27.—The 
steamer Advance, bound from Mon- 
treal tq Fort William with a cargo 
of general merchandise, Was towed 
here from the Canadian Sou Sunday 
night, a mass of dames.

Tokio, Japan, Oct. —The Rus- 
sian Minister at Seoul, Corea, has

“ORIGIN OF THE LANES TRAVERSE: 
BY ATLANTIC LINERS. 


The Northern and Seutherm Reontes 
te and Frem Eurepe, as Indicated 
by Lientengut Maury—Minimisiag 
fhe Danger of Collisions, 


In reports of the arrival of an oqean 
liner the statement sometimes appears 
that she came “by. the southern route” 
to avoid ice or that she made. her Srst 
trip of the season “by the northern 
lane.” To the ordinary reader the idea 
of lanes or pathways on what we have 
been taught to think of as “the track- 
less sea" seems. somewhat paradoxical, 
but if you consult the charts in the of- 
fice of a steamship manager or in the 
United Btateshydrograpbicoffice instead 
of the ordinary map you will find that 
there are four well defined highways 
across the\ north Atlantic as clearly 
marked to the navigator’s perception 
as is a time worn turnpike on land to 
the eyes of the pedestrian. 

It is over these great ocean thorough- 
fares that the Atlantic Glers, with their 
tens of thousands of passengers and 
thelr hundreds of thousands of tons of 
freight, pass on their voyages between 
America and Europe. They are closcly 
adhered to by all fast steam vessels 
and just as carcfully avoided by sall- 
ing ships and by the fishermen who ply 
thele trade off the Grand banks. The 
situation of a smull craft on the liners’ 
route would be comparable to that of 
a man driving a light runabout along a 
railway track cleared for the fast lim- 
ited, for these malin traveled lines have 
been set aside by custom and agree- 
ment tor Ee lightning ex- 
presses. No! delayed at sidings 
or confined to special tracks, however, 
for the rest of the ocenn Is left to the 
ordinary mwariner. 

It is only a few years since tbe tracks 
upon which the great ners shall run 
havo been so clearly defined. Ever since 
the commerce of the north Atlantic as- 
sumed important proportions sailing 
masters have followed In a general 
way the great circle that curves north- 
ward from the west coast of England 
and Ireland until it reaches about 40 
degrees north latitude In midocean, 
then bears soutbwestward past the 
coast of Newfoundland and Cape Race. 
Early experience proved tbat this was 
the shortest and #0, of course, the 
quickest route between Europe and 
such ports as Boston, New York and 
Philadelphia. 

While steam navigators kept fairly 
near this course {it was natural 
enough that they ehould vary from it 
somewhat according to the theories of 
individual captains, With the multipll- 
cation of steamships and the rapid in- 
crease in speed the very fact that all 
the larger and swifter vessels kept to 
one particalar part of the ocean greatly 
fucreasedd the danger of collision be- 
tween them, When forty or fifty swift 
steamers were crossing the Atlantic at 
the same time in one direction or the 
other, all keeping to the same general 
course irrespective of the direction in 
which they were traveling, it was ob- 
vious that the possibility of two of 
them coming together tn thick weather 
was too great to be contemplated pleas- 
antly. 4 

So Lieutenant Maury of the United 
States navy made the suggestion that 
all fast steamships sbould traverse cer- 
tain fixed routes, which he indicated— 
paths following the great circle pretty 
closely, for it was natural that the 
steamship companies would not agree 
to the adoption of any route that in- 
volved a loss of time in making the 
ocean passage. : 

The most important provision sug- 
gested by Lieutenant Maury was that 
vessels going in opposite directions 


should observe the rules of the road by | 


parsing one another on the port side. 
To carry out this plan he proposed that 
west bound vesscls should keep about 
one degree to the northward of those 
east bound. Thus the grentest danger 
from the ‘following of indiscriminate 
routes—that of collision between fast 
ships—would be avolded, While it fs 
desirable in point of time for ships to 
stecr thelr course far to the north, the 
presence of i¢e and fog in the bigh lat- 
itudes maken it impracticable for them 
to do so during fully half the year, Ac- 
cordingly, Lieutenant Maury provided 
for two great highways, ove for sum- 
mer, the other for. winter, one about 
three degrees to the northward of the 
other and each with west bound and 
cast beund tracks, 

The rivalry between the different 
lines was so great at that time that 
each hesitated to give unconditional 
adherence to the plan, fearing that 
tome other would gain an advuntage, 
Iwo prominent steamship managers, 
however, quickly apprecinted the ad- 
vyantnges of Lieutenant Maury's plan 
and Independently of their competitors 
gave instructions to their captains to 
follow the Hues lala down by him. 
These two men were Clement A. Gris- 
com, then the head of the American 
ine, and Thomas H. Ismay, director of 
the White Star luc. As these two lines 
then owned the fastest and most: per- 
fect ships on the Atlantic, the influence 
of thelr example was very powerful. 

There is no doubt that the adoption 
of these lanes bas been of the utmost 
importance in {ncreasing the safety of 
ocean travel and possesses distinct ad- 
vantages aside from eliminating the 
Possibility of hend on collisions be 
tween the liners. Extrn precautions 
are taken to keep the great bighway 
clear of dereticts and other floating 
dangers or to glre warning of their 
peesence. 

Since the masters of sailing yevsels 
know the steamer routes, they consult 
thelr own safety by avolding them and 
by kaepiug a sharp lookout whenever 
it Js necessary to cross them in elther 
direction. — New York Mail and Ex- 
nrosa.

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PASSIVE RESISTANCE, 


— A 
Haw Individual Opinions and Feelings 
Mitigate the #ituation. 


A curious feature of the struggle of 
passive resisters is the ultra-official 
and personal attitude that is assum: 
ed by many of the averteers and 
their nasistants,  ‘Fhey do not seem 


to be capable of carrying out their 
unpleaxant) work ximply as instru- 
ments of the official machine, but 


must needs introduce their individual 
opinions and feclings jute the dispute, 
At Shepton Nallet. in Somerset, four 


rosisters were allowed to pay tho 
portion of the ratw to which they 
raised no objection, whereupon ‘tho 


overscers, who were all churchmen, 
paid the remainder to save trouble. 
1t ia rumored that something of this 
sort may take place upon a larger 
scale in certain northern towns. In 
these places the amount of the rate 
to be resisted will be very suall, and 
it is said that the overscers intend 
to accept part payment and take no 
further proceedings. In course of 
time passive resistance will make 
ft impossible to cwllect a sectarian 
Tate anywhere, and it is one of the 
first signs of victery that in some 
towns the impossibility or at all eve 
ents the extreme undesirability of it 
has already been acknowledged. Tak- 
ing the country thtoughout we are, 
however, far from having reached 
that stage. For the most part tho 
oversecrs are adopting the opposite 
policy of exacting ths uttermost far- 
thing. ‘Two additions! cases of pass- 
ive resistance caine before the mag- 
istrate at Sheffield on Friday, and 
although part pasinent had been ac- 
cepted proviously it wes in these two 
cases refused, The senior overscer 
Rave the astonishing explanation that 
he had not accepted part payment 
tecause he had no sympathy with the 
Movement of the resisters, or their 
inode of procedure. ‘This good man 
appears to think that fair treatment 
is only for pcople who hold religious 
and political views with which he is 
able to sympathize. Passive resisters 
tuake no appeal to the personal pre- 
ferenO-s of Uhe overseer, They ask 
to be allowed to pay what they are 
willing to pay. They make very nat- 


ural protest against polico court 
proceedings and the  distraint of 
their goods for a fictitious debt 


which they have repeatedly offered 
to discharge. The Sheffield overseer 
is reported to have added the re 
mark, ‘There must be a line drawn 
somewhere, or clse there will) be a 
lot of resisters troubling the court 
hereafter," "There certainly will, and 
nothing ix more likely to stimulate 
the movement than these unnecessary 
acts of  oppression.—Tho British 
Weekly.

The murdorer, whovappeared to be 
a foreigner, ted. The only’ clues ‘to 
the man in possession of the autho- 
rities are a felt) hat ond a silver- 
plated revolver, both made in New 
York, which he dropped -in his flight. 

‘The; anurdered «man, who was a 
mining enginccr, became wealthy in 
the Caucasus and devoted:his moncy, 
to the Armenian cause. . His’ society 
was entirely passive aid opposed to 
violence, and it is thought this at- 
titude inspired the advanced ‘scction 
of the Armenians with the desire for 
vengeance, the latter claiming that 
Sagouni’s society devotcd funds (to 
charity which’ would have been better 
applied to violent remedics for the 
Armenian grievances.

TWO 8TOCK EXCHANGES, 


Differences Between the New York 
and Berlin Institutions, 

If any member of the New York 
Stock Exchange who is entirely unac- 
Quainted with German speculation 
sbould visit the Berlin bourse he would 
find at every point the most striking 
divergencies from bis home experience. 
He would be surprised to sce the 
Course attended by quite 2,000 persons 
Incloding clerks of banks, newspaper 
men and even visitors like himself 
Also, he would be interested in the {m- 
mense size of the hall—300 feet Jong, di- 
vided by colonnades into three sections, 
one of which {s assigned to the Produce 
Exchange. On one side of the hall sev- 
eral doors open into a grassy court, 
shaded by trees and surrounded by a 
plllared lobby, where brokers sit In dull 
summer days and float their latest 
stock of anecdotes, 

That shaded conrt is suggestive of 
deeper differences between the New 
York Stock Exchange and the Berlin 
institution. In New York the number 
of members {s fixed and Is small {n pro- 
Portion to the immense yolume of busi- 
hess done. In Berlin there is a great 
horde of smal! dealers, and the amount 
of trading is much less than in New 
York. Owing to the casy terms of ad- 
mission, the bourse becomes a mere 
place where traders meet to effect their 
transactions. There is no sale of seats. 
In fact, no membership fee cxists, but 
only a small yearly tax is collected, 
which varies from time to time as the 
expenses of the organization require. 
Contrary to New York practice, mem- 
bership is largely held by companies 
and firms. Nearly all the banks of the 
elty, for example, are members, and 
the more Important ones keep above a 
score of their employees on the floor. 
Thus the individual New York broker, 
as a rule, counts for vastly more than 
a member of tho bourse. New York is 
concentrated, Is intense. Berlin dis- 
berses its energy, and is comparatively 
dull, It knows nothing of those great 
days of triumph or disaster that render 
tho annals of Wall street picturesque. 
And it lacks our large daring operators 
who startle the country with their bold

The growth of the yeast plant is 
so rapid that its individual cells can 
be scen under the microscope to 
spring up as buds upon the parent 
cell and to grow to full size, these 
presently to give off buds them- 
sclves that) expand in like manner. 
In the case of the yerst plant the 
cells remain attached to each other 
and thus form’ branches of clongated 
cells fixed end to end. In other cases 
the buds drop off, so that the plant 
never takes any definite shape, but 
remains as a mass of free cells.

ute by each of the cells present you 
may calculate the number that will 
be praduced in an hour. Thus at the 
end of the first minuto there will be 
two, in two minutes four, in three 
minutes oight, and so on.

CARING FOR MANURE, 





Some Experiments sade in Presorvieg It 
TUS Wanted. 


While it is always best, when prac- 
ticable, to get the manure accumu- 
lations out on the land as fast as 
made, thero will always be times on 
every farm when it is not possible to 
do this, and some means should bo 
adopted to prevent the waste of the 
manure as much as possible, A recent 
bulletin of the Ohio station tells of 
experiments there made in the pre- 
servation of manure with the addi-. 
tion of various substances. Manuro 
from highly fed cattle that had been 
thrown into the-open yard was di- 
vided in the spring into four parcels, 
On ore lot pulverized phosphato rock 
or “floats” was dusted as it was 
piled; on a second lot acid phosphate 
or dissolved rock was dusted os it 
was piled; on another Jot kainit or 
crude potash salt wes scattered, and 
on the fourth gypsum or land plas- 
ter was applied, ‘all these materials 
being uscd at the rate of forty 
pounds per ton of manure, At the 
same timo four other Iota were treat- 
ed in the same way, the manuro be- 
ing taken from box stalls, where {t 
had been allowed to accumulate un- 
der the fect of animals, The difforent 
lota wore applicd as a top dressing 
to corn and wheat with a manure 
spreader, putting four to elght tons 
per acre. I¢ was found that acid 
Phosphate appeared to be the materl- 
al producing the largest and most 
profitable resulta ns an addition and 
preservative of ‘tho manure, but it 
was also indicated that the pulveriz- 
ed floats may prove to be an econo- 
mical material for the purpose. The 
yields were uniformly larger and t 
increase due to tho addition of Pp 
servatives smaller in case of tho stall 
Manure than in tho case of the open 
yard manure, thus showing that the 
manure in the stalls suffered Icss loss 
than that in the open yard.—Practl 
cal Farmer.

It is stated that 
many hundreds of girl babics were 
disposed of by being cast alive into 
these places of horror. The Celes- 
tial is, by.tho way, a being decided- 
ly economical in the disposal of his 
dead. If ho finds it difficult to pay 
for a funeral he simply has his re 
latives put away temporarily in a 
Jarge Jar, and ranged, With many 
others in similar receptacles, like pots 
of jam on a shelf, in the heart of tho

At that time France was almost op- 
enly hostile; Germany, notwithstand- 
ing the Kaiser’s wishcs, was -.Inso- 
lautlw nritical and aside from Azocr- 
iea It would nave bécn- dimcan, + to 
find @ single country on really amio- 
able terms with England. 

All that has been’ changed and 
changed so gradually and naturally 
that it has not yet attracted tho at- 
tention “ft “descrves as a political 
phenomenon of great interest and 
importance, And the chicf factor in 
this favorable chango toward Eng- 
land has been tho’ personality of 
King Edward VII, The visits to 
France, Portugal and Italy revealed 
King Edward to the people and 
statesmon of these countries as the 
kindly, human, courteous gentleman 
as well as King, ond there wos an 
immediate response to this most 
adroit yet most natural advance in 
tho intereste of better international 
feeling. 
This was most marked naturally 
in France, and the King’s knowledge 
of French character and his record 
as an old-time fricnd of the French 
people enabled him to do by a single 
visit more for tho better under 
standing of the two pcoples separat- 
ed by “the ailver streak’ of the 
Channel than any statesman or any 
event for the half century since the 
Crimean war. It wos not strange 
that the deputation of tho French 
Chambers fnvited to London for con 
sultation by the arbitration section 
of the Dritish Parliament took for 
ite slogan ‘Vive I’cntente!” 

As to the visit to Ircland, that 
has already borne frult in good-will, 
and Ireland has added another title, 
“the Pacifier,” to King Edvward’s 
growing fame as o wise, popular and 
pacific soverelen.—New York World. 











An Interesting Find. 

A curious example of the discover- 
jee which, even at this timo of day, 
await the antiquary in our old 
churches is reported to us. In the 
belfry of the little village church of 
Heckfiold, about nine miles out of 
Basingstoke, thero has been found an 
old chest which {s undoubtedly one 
of the thirtecnth century crusadcr’s 
alms-chests which Pope Innocent III. 
=the Pope who Inid England under 
the interdict and deposed King John 
ordered to bo sct up in every 
church in the Catholic world to re 
ceive contributions for poor knights 
who went to the Holy Land to fight 
In tho crusades. The order was is- 
sued A.D. 1109. These chests were 
to have threo locks. The kcys were 
to be kept reapectively by the bis- 
hop, the parson, and a choscn fay- 
man, and the funds administored by 
the Knights Hospitalicrs ana the 
Knight Templars. On the lid of the 
chest found at Heckfield there is a 
slit for the roception of coins. It 
has evident traccs of three locks, two 
being hasps with padiocka and the 
other an ordinary lock. ‘The matrix 
of the niddle lock is in the shape of 
@ crusader’s sword. The dimensions 
of the chest are: Height, including 
the legs, 21 inches; length, 3 feot 
14 in.; width, 174 inches; depth of 
well, 11 Inches. Thefe is a narrow 
Innor receptacle extending over the 
width of the chest with a lid, and 
the hinges are of wood. Tho chest 
for many years has been used for 
storing worn-out service books and 
ths old parish pall.—London Daily 
Nows.

Lord Avcbury once calculated that 
a single ants’ nest might contain as 
many as 400,000 individual insocts, 
Itccent researches have ‘shown that 
these figures were too high; yet «the 
actual facts are astonishing enough. 
Monsicur Yung, a French entomolo- 
gist, has killed the ants in five hills 
by mncans of a poisonous gas, and 
undertaken the prodigious labor of 
counting the dead, The results, be- 
ginning from the smallost hill, were 
respoctively as follows: 17,828, 19,- 
233, 63,018, 64,470, and 93,964. 
Tho real figures probably avoraged 
5,000 higher in cach case, as no ale 
lowance was made by Monsieur Yung 
for absent and cscaped ants.

It. has been botter to broadcast 
the scd than to cover It two or 
three Inches deep with tho drill. 
Shulower drilling is strongly indi- 
cated.

Hamilton, Oct, 29.—The 
ands the slashing that has 
the past few days in this city 
thrown people into a state of terror. 
Before they had time to recover from 
the shock of the Barron tragedy they 
were horrified to learn that another 
shooting affair had taken place last 
evening. The victim is Harold Case, 
the 18-year-old son of Edward Cas¢ 
an ex-fireman, who is now. cuployed 
as the foreman of the fate Hon, Isaac 
Buchanan's cstate, about a mile back 
of the asylum. ‘The shooting was 
done shortly after six o'clock in tho 
evening. 

Miss Buchanan had noticed two 
men prowling about her premises and 
acting as though they were sizing up 
tho place. She was greatly alarined, 
and when’ Case and his son came 
home for supper she told) them of 
her suspicions. ‘The two started out 
on a hunt for the intruders, going in 
different dircetions. The son came 
on the pair hiding behind a fence, 

“What are you doing here?” he de- 
minded. 

A bullet was the only answer he 
got. ‘The wounded young man jump- 
ed over the fence and gave chase, and 
Was fired upon again, but dodged the 
bullet. 

The unfortunate part of the affair 
is that Case can give but a meagre 
description of the shooters. All he 
could say was that one was short 
and the other tall. This is the only 
description that was furnished of the 
men who shot P. C, Barron. 

The wounded boy was taken first 
to the asylum, where Dr, Beamer 
dressed his injury. The doctors were 
unable to remove the bullet, and tho 
lad was taken to the City Hospital.

Tan Po Warners of Eege ysis ye) a ey of ¥ceu 
An egg-forger has been discovered 
and exposed’ in Paris. Eggs are 
about ‘the last thing that one would 
expect to be forged, but it.should: be 
Femembered that there aro many col- 
of birds’ cggs who are willing 
a a high prico for rare birds’ 
eggs. A yiltor saw this clevcr for- 
ger making penguin egg which 
could not bo distinguished from the 
real that served him for a model. He 
mado the cgg of plaster of paris, 
parts of which he burned and glazed, 
Tho cgg was intended for a man who 
furnished eggs for a foreign scicntific 
collection. It is not very difficult to 
impose On even oxperienced scientists 
for among the real eggs of most 
species- there asc so many varictics 
that even the most practical expert 
could not readily distinguish all of 
them. The cggs of the common fy- 
catcher are very cheap, and by chemi 
cal treatment they acquire a bluish- 
grcen, shiny color, and are then sold 
at a high pri&te as the eggs of the 
silktail. Krom common ducks’ eggs 
are fabricated eggs of a falcon, being 
given a silver-green color for tho 
purpose. The pigeon and wood pige- 
on eggs are also transformed into 
rarer products of birds. Nightin- 
gales’ eggs are difficult to procure, 
and therefore rare. They are suc- 
¢ecessfully imitated by coloring larks* 
eggs brown. For a long time the egg 
forger was an assistant in a natural 
history muscum in tho provinces. 
There have been other cases of forgy 
ery of very rare birds’ eggs, but these 
were only mate of excessively rare 
eggs, and their manufacture did not 
constitute a permanent means of 
livelibood. 


The Folied Derham. 


This breed of beef cattle was start- 
ed about twenty years ago, from a 
Shorthorn cow of the Gwynno fam- 
fly, which had very small horns and 
Produced three calves that were horn- 
less. Two of these woro heifers and 
the other a bull. Some other Short- 
horn cows were bred to this hornless 
bull, and a largo percentage of them 
produced horniess calves. They wero 
retained and bred from the horniess 
animuls being inter-bred with each 
other. That is how what are known 

as ‘‘double standard’’ Polled Dur- 
eat originated. They ere called 
*tdouble standurd”’ because they can 
be recorded in both the Shorthorn 
and Polled Durham herd books. The 
Single standard Polled Durhams 
trace back to a muley cow of no 
known breoding but a good milker, 
which was bred to Shorthorn bulls 
and the hornless calves saved as 
breeders. They were interbred with 
the hornless Shorthorns, and the 
continued use of pure bred bulls has 
left but little of the blood of the 
original muley cow in the breed. This 
branch of the Polled Durhams can 
only be recorded in the herd book of 
thet particular breed.

This scab is a skin disease which 
thrives best when the soil is alka- 
line. The liine gives the germs just 
the condition they need for growing 
and spreading, and as seed is rarely 
ifever free from scab you are sure 
to have a scabby crop if you uso it. 
We have tricd several times to raiso 
a crop of potatocs on a tough old 
incadow, but never succeeded in do- 
ing it. We would much prefer to 
grow a crop of corn first and then 
follow with potatocs.—Rural Now

The Watch os a Compass. 

Very few peoplo aro aware of tho 
fact that in a watch they aro. al- 
ways provided with a compass with 
which, when the sun fs shining, the 
cardinal points can be determined. 
All one has to do {ts to point the 
hour hand to the sun, and south is 
exactly half way between tho hour 
and tho figure 12 on the watch. This 
may seem strange to the averago 
reader, but ft Is easily explained. 
While tho sun is passing’ over 180 
degrees (cast to west) tho hour hand 
of tho watch passes over 360 degrees 
{from G o'clock to 6 o’clock). ‘There 
fero tho angular movement of tho sun

THE ORGANS OF HEARING ARE A 
WONDERFUL SET OF MACHINES. 





They Include Two Hammers, Two 
Aavils,- Two, Stirrups, Six Canals, 
‘Two Snail Shells, Six Droms and 
Several Other Curious Utensils, 


The hearing apparatus {s far more 
wonderful than most people have the 
alightest idca of. 
collection of instruments for receiving, 
magnifying and recording sounds or 
vibrations, as the Icarned term them. 

What you do when you speak to a 
friend ‘fr, to throw the alr into vibra- 
tion. Your vocal organs strike the alr, 
and the impulscs thus caused reach the 
trumpet shaped bits of flesh and gristie 
you.call ears. You have altogther six 
ears. : 

The flaps which are stuck on to each 


side of the head are the outer ears. Be- 


aides these there are the middle ears 
and the inner ears, all of which le in 
cavities in the bones of the head. ~All 
that the flaps do is to collect and con- 
centrate the vibrating currents of air, 
®o that they may strike the ear drums. 

These IJatter are really the middle 
ears. The outer ear narrows as it en- 
ters the bead and ends in a ring. A 
membrane Is stretched over this ring. 
much in the same wey as a piece of 
parchment is stretehea over thé head 
of a drum. 

The ear drom is a true drum, for it 
can be tightened and slackened ‘by 
weans of levers made for that purpose. 
The tightening and slackening are done 
Quite automatically to sult the varlous 
sounds, 

This ts bow it Is tightened: In the 
middie ear are four tiny bones, the 
most pecullar looking bones imagina- 
ble. Tho biggest fs a little odd shaped 
bone called the mallet. It looks like a 
UlUputian version of a lobster’s claw. 
Minute muscles are attached to {t, so 
that it may act as a Iever to Increase 
or diminish*the tension of the drum 
skin. One muscle relaxes the mem- 
brane, another pulls it taut. 

The four bones form a chain to con- 
pect the drum skin of the outer car with 
the drum skin of the inner and s0 to 
confuct the sound. The next bone to 
the mallet is the anvil, then come the 
spherical bone and the stirrup, which 
looks exactly like its namesake, but it 
is by far the most Important of the 
four. By means of this alone one can 
hear, in a fashion, ercn if all the others 
be gone. 

A bony, gristly tube jolns the eat: 
Grum with the back of the mouth a’r 
the side of the soft palate. Hence the 
four bones are always in a bath of air, 
quite naked, as it were. It 1s owing to 
this that people who are somewhat 
deaf aro able to hear better when they 
Usten with their mouths open. 

Now we come to the inmost ear, 
which ts made up of three parts. The 
first one is called the restibule, or hall, 
and it has a drumhead to which the 
chain of lttle bones [s attached, 

The ball teads to the other parts, 
both of which consist of tortuous tubes 
along which the sound passes. One 
part is made of three semicircular 
canals. The otber is shaped exactly as 
@ snail's shell. All these make up a 
pecullar labyrinth, and alj are com- 
pletely filled with a curious fuld. Their 
walls are lined with tho soft, pulpy 
nerves of hearing which communicate 
with the brain. Owlng to these com- 
plex and winding cavities, a great ex- 
tent of nerves is exposed for the recep. 
tlon of sound. © 

Now Jet us sce what happens when 
somebody says “Hear!” to you, 

The alr is thrown {oto vibrations, 
which spread out and out until they 
touch the side of your bead. There 
the fleshy Nap on one side collects and 
magnifies the vibrations. 

Down the ear funnel they pass until 

they reach the membrane of the drum 
of the ear. They strike on the mem- 
brane, which adapts itself to them, 
Then the vibrations are communicated, 
through the bones in the middle car, 
to the membrane covering the entrance 
to the labyrinth. 
#if you keep your mouth wide open 
the alr vibrations pass direct to the 
Uttle bones. The impulses of the air 
are not Interrupted by frst having to 
strike the membrane of the drum; that 
1s all the difference, 

Peeple could easily converse with 
thelr ears scaled up. If the two 
spealhérs each held an end of the same 
plece of hard wood agalnst their tecth 
even the falntest whisper could be un- 
derstood. 

You will see from this that what are 
commonly called the cars are not ea 
ard necessary to hearing, after 
all, : 
Well, however the vyibratlons are re- 
celved, they finally strike against the 
membrane covering the entrance to the 
hall of the Jabyrinth. ‘Thence they 
make the fuld which fills the Jabyrinth 
vibrate. These vibrations act on the 
fibers of the auditory nerve,.the fibers 
which coat the juner ear. Along this 
nerve the impressions are communicat- 
ed to the brain. In this manner the 
sensation of sound is produced, and 
vou know that somebody sald “Hear!” 
to you.

A tepid bath at about 00 degrees 
Fahrenheit, taken just before retiring, 
In a tub where the whole body except 
the face is immersed, is an excellent 
substitute for slecp, says Henry Ben- 
nett Welnburgh In Perfect Health, To 
oo exact, he says it Is the only substl- 
tute known to science for nature's 
sweet restorer. “I have known cases 
of prolonged and chronic insomnia to 
be cured by this form of bath. Sleep,

There is a froquent demand for a 
Tremedy for catarrh in tho head. Much 
relic! may be obtained by using o 
nasal douche, twice a day, of warm 
water with a littlo salt and swect 
milk added. Afterward snuff puro 
olive olf into the nostrils. The 
douche cleanses und the olive oil 
heals, which may prove effective in 
somo cascs, but a ‘weed remedy’* 
has proved more effective. A bad 
case of caturrh has been cured by 
smoking inullein Icaves. The smoke 
must be forced through tha nostrils; 
it has a tendency to heal and dry 
those passagas Icading to the lungs. 
Mullcin is a plant that grows wild 
im many states and reseinbles thy 
tobacco leaf in color, shape and 
growth. PS 

The test of salvo can be made 
from the mullein blossoms. If the 
dlossoms are gathered and put into 
a bottle and hung in the sun they 
will in time become oll, which fs verv 
healing. They may be fried in fresh 
butter and the liquid straincd into 
boxes ready for use when cold. 

“May butter is Ddost to use for 
salvos," soid on clderly lady. No 
doubt somo readers may think this 
is superstition, but after much 
thought will agree with her.

This rend- 
ora it much less Mable to cause 
digestive disorders in tho equino sub- 
joct. Again, many diferent sorts of 
Insects Jay their cggs on the stems 
of the grasses which enter into the 
tomposition of hay. These remain 
on the stems when the grass is cut 


| down and the process of curing docs 


aS NESS Sane 


aot destroy their vitality. Hence 
when new hay is fed, these eggs, re- 
plete with Ife, are taken into the 
horse's stomach and there hatch out, 
causing much trouble. Then, in all 
new hay there Is much more watcr 
than in old hay, and as tho nourish- 
ment comes from the dry matter, a 
lesser quantity of the old hay docs 
the same work of nutrition, and the 
old js, for that additional reason, to 
be preferred. Those aro the main 
teasons for the prefcrence of all good 
horsemen for old hay.—Chicago Drov- 
era’ Journal.

Military Used Their Swords om the Rict- 
ous Werkisgmen, Whe Had Met te 
Protest Agsiust the Establishment ef 

> Manlefpal Empleyment Bereaus-A 
Hundred Arrests Made—The Bilbse 
Strike in Spain—Strikes Elsewhere. ‘ 


Paris, Oct. 30.—A serious riot oc- 
curred yesterday~ afternoon in front 
of the Bourse de Traveil (Labor Ex- 
change), in the workmen's district, 
in which several policemen and a 
dozon rioters were’ seriously \ wound- 
cd. The trouble followed a mecting 
of six thousand 1 ns, who pro- 
tested against the establishment of 
municipal employment bureaus, 

A, Free Fight Yollewed. 

The authorities, in anticipation ‘of 
disorders, had occupied the Place 
do la Kepublique and the nearby 
streets with the stsong force of mili- 
tary and police. Speakers made in- 
flammatory specchces, crying *‘Down 
with the employment officers.’’ ‘The 
crowd rushed into the streets, sing- 
ing revolutionary songs. A leuten- 
ant of police and six men advanced 
to arrest the singers and a free fight 
followed. The rioters then entored 
cafes and shops, seized glasses, tab- 
ley and chairs and renewed ‘the 
struggle with the police. Another 
section of the rioters also attacked 
the police. 

Many Were Badly Hurt. 

‘There was a renewal of the rioting 
yesterday afternoon. The police de- 
termined to clear out the Bourse de 
Travali and endeavored to induce 


the rioters to leave in small parties,: 


but the latter refused and threw pro- 
Jectiles from the windows, wounding 
a number ef policemen. The military 
later were compelled to use swords 
and a bloody conflict followed. ‘The 
forcea of the municipality finally 
were Victorious. Tho prefect of police 
says 45 policemen were wounded and 
that over 100 rioters were injured, a 
number of them being badly hurt. 
Thus for 100 arrests have been made, 


BREAD 78 CENTS A LOAF. 


One Hesult of Labor Riotisg at Bilbsc ia 
Spals. 


Bilbao, Spain, Oct. 30.—The garri- 
son of Bilbao has been reinforced, 
but the troops still huve difficulty in 
coping with the rioting strikers, who 
constantly erect new barricades as 
the old onc are destroyed by the 
soldiers. The city presents a sorry 
spectacle, owing to the widespread 
destruction wrought by the mobs. 
who Have used dynamite in sevral 
instances to blow in the doors of 
the 
lines of the railroads. Famine prices 
are already being charged for provi- 
sions, Even bread is so scarce that 
loavos are sclling at four pesetas 
(about 78 cents). 

‘The Socialist Committeo has issued 
a proclamation urging the workmen 
to avoid conflicts with the soldicrs. 

Chieage Strike Stricken. 

Chicago, Oct. 30.—One thousand 
packing-house canners walked out 
yesterday, joining the striking saus- 
age twnakers, and increasing the num- 
ber of idlo men at the Stock Yards 
to 2,100. ; 

Fourteen hundred prickmakers have 
just been Jaid of in Cook County, 
and when given their pay were told 
that there would be no more work 
until late next spring. Four hundred 
will De discharged in December and 
the industry in the district will be 
closed down. 

The prevalence of strikes and the 
incrcased cost of building in Chicago 
practically has stopped all tonstruc- 
tion work. 

Iron Workers te Strike. 


Now York, Oct. 80.—Tho threat of 
a national strike by the Internation- 
al Association of Bridge and Struc- 
tural Iron Workers, to force recog- 
nition of local No. 2 by the Iron 
League and Employers’ Association, 
culminated yesterday at a meeting 
of the International local committces 
of the association in a resolution or- 
dering a strike all over the country, 
to take effect Saturday. 

Mother Jones Carried strike Order. 


Trinidad, Cole., Oct. 40.—The au- 
thority from President Mitchell of 
the United Mine Workers for the catl- 
ing of a strike of coal ininers in dis- 
trict No. 15 was brought by ‘’Mo- 
ther’ Jones; who returned from Jn- 
dianapolis Wednesday night, and it 
in understood that next Monday ia 
the date fixed, and that over 20,000 
men Will be Involved. 

Will te Take a Hand. 


Butte, Mont., Oct. 30.—A despatch 
from-Great Falls says that J. J. 
Ifill is there on his way to Butte, 
where he will neet Senators Gibson 
and Clark and others for a confer- 
ence on the industrial crisis. The la- 
bor unions have nained committees to 
urge special legislation on the Gov- 
ernor.

The brig Dolphin of Nantucket, 
owned and commanded by Captain 
Abner Bideford, with his wife Mary 
on board, was making a voyage from 
Boston to Cadiz. The year. was 1784. 
There had.‘been peace |with England 
for a year, but tn granting the colonies 
thelr the mother country 
bad insisted on the right to search any 
“American vessel in any water and at 
iahy time, The pretense was that Eng- 
Ush subjects were continually- desert- 
ing his majesty’s service and shipping 
on American craft.

British. man-of-war. Helf an hour 
later all Goubts were dispelled. The 
stranger was not only a mazof-war, 
Dut be ibad changed bis course to meet 
that of the brig. 

“t told you so!” exclatmed Captain 
Abner to Mary as he pointed to the dis 
tant sail. 

“Yes, Abner; you did,” she replied.

Early Prejudice Against Poetatees,

Old George Bachop, one of the Ocbter- 
tyre tenants, when told by bis wife 
that she had potatoes for supper said: 
“Tatties! Tattles! I never supped on 
them a° my days and winna the nicht. 
Gie them to the herd and get me 
sowens.” It fs siznificadt that Burns, 
who sang the praises of kale and por- 
ridge and Daggis, should bare nothing 
to say of the. potato. — Blackwood's 
Magazine. 


Pantemime Performances. 

Most pantowine characters were 
originally borrowed from the Italians. 
The first real English pantomime was 
produced at a theater fn Lincoln's Inn 
Fields in 1720. It was called “Harle- 
quin Executed,” and its subtitle was 
“A New Itallan Comlec Scene Between 
a Scaramouche, a Harlequin, a Coun- 
try Farmer, His Wife and Others.” 
The performance was very successful. 
About the middle of the eighteenth 
century the character of pantomime 





-performances was completely altered, 


chiefy because of the genius of the 
famous Grimaldi, who made the clown 
the Grst figure in the pantomime. Gri- 
mald! first appeared at Sadicr’s Wells 
theater, where he played the part of a 
monkey. Ho was actively engaged on 
the stage for forty-nine years, and at 
the close of his career he took a bene- 
fit at Drury Zane theater, which real- 
ized nearly £600. He also received £100 
from the Drury Lane fund, This was 
in June, 1828, Ie died in 1837 and was 
buried In the churchyard of Bt. James’ 
chapel, Pentonville Ell. 





A Sallor’s Compliment, 
Through all the years they were to- 
gether Mrs. Jessie Menton Fremont 
lived for her husband, as before her 
marriage she bed lived for her father.

Toronto, Oct, .31.—Now that the 
examination of A, E, Wallace, mah- 
ager of the defunct Atlas ‘Loan’ Co. 
of St. Thomas, for the benefit of the 
liquidators, the National Trust Co., 
has .beon made public, it displays 
the fact that Ames & Co. to a Very 
largo extent controlled the invest- 
ments. The testimony of Mr. Wal- 
lace realized that the Atlas. even 
Violated the extended charter, which, 
Was secured “in 1901 to invest in’ 
Canadian securities, by plunging info 
American stocks, He further showed 
that he had made no provision for 
his own safety, and haa been.left fin- 
ancially practically in the same posi- 
tion: as tho unfortunate victiin of his 
own delusions. Even after receiving 
departmental warning that dealing in 
American stocks was illegal for them, 
Mr. Wallace said that be had not 
sealized until aftor the failure that 
the directors had been outside of 
their powers in treating those trans- 
actions as collateral, He said: ‘'I 
thought I was buying sccuritics on 
my own responsibility. If there was 
a loss I had to bear it, and if there 
was a profit I was willing to give it 
to the company—e yery foolish stand 
to take I realized now.”’ 


sé Hew Trassactions Grew, 


The growth of the transactions 
with Ames & Co. was revealed when 
it was told that while in 1898 the 
business between them had only been 
$42,656, in 1899 it had become $97,- 
426.50, and in 1901 §1,025,096.833, 
exclusive of accounts with the Twin 
City syndicate, into which, that year 
the Atlas had put $100,000. Whereas 
in 1900 speculative transactions be- 
tween the two firms amounted’ only 
to about $19,000, in the next year 
the sunt was © nearly-..§1,000,000. 
This, thought Mr. Wallace, could be 
traced to the relationships arising 
out of mutual Twin City interest. 
There was no special arrangement, 
he said, as to the buying of shares, 
but simply, as would be the case 
with any other customers, 

efore the “change in policy’’ tho 
bylaws provided that four-fifths of 
the invested funds and assets should 
be recured upon real estate. His own 
and the dircetors’ view then becamo 
that it would be advisable to have 
a certain percentage of the bonds in 
securities that could be turned more 
readily into cash than mortgages, 
and that investments in that way 
would be more profitable. The old 
bylaw had not been actually nulli- 
fied. In his own words: ‘*I had the 
idea that a company ought to have 
from 25 to 30 or 40 per cent. of 
their assets invested in sccuritics 
that could readily be turned into 
cash. I thought that. a company 
ought to have asx much of tholr as- 
sets in Hquid securities as they would 
have liabilities on call, and in that 
way they could) mect any call for 
their Habilities imuch more readily 
than if-they were all in mortgages.” 


‘Twin City a Big Factor. 


At the end of 1901 the Atlas Loan 
owed Ames & Co, $943,758.30, and 
Mr. Wallace sald he did not know 
how that could have been paid if de 
manded. The formation and work- 
ings of the Twin City syndicate were 
gone into minutely, leading to the 
ad:uission that it would have been 
prejudicial to the interest of Ames 
& Co, had the Atlas placed their 1,- 
000 shares on the market in June, 
1901, when Ames & Co. were ad- 
Yancing the whares. Once or twice he 
thought Ames had advised Atlas to 
dispose of Twin City. If the Atlas 
shares had been managed independent- 
ly of Ames the stock could. have 
heen sold) on open market, and — in- 
stead of a paper balance at Ames for 
$12.0600 they could have had cash in 
hond, if the market would” have 
“ahsorbra" the stock.

CONGRESS FOR CHEMISTRY. - 


At the Second Sitting Im Rerlim Sir W. 
Crookes Speke on Matter, 


The International Congress for Ap- 
plod. Chemistry held a second plen- 
sitting in Merlin recently, during 
which Sir William Crookes delivered 
an address entitled ‘ “Modern Views 
on Matter: ‘The Necallaution of a 
** Tho lecturcr sald that for 
nearly a century mon of acience had 
decn dreaming of atoms, molecules, 
and ultramundane particics, and had 
been speculating as to the origin of 
matter, They had now got so far as 
to admit the possibility of resolving 
the chemical elements into simpler 
forms of matter, or oven of retining 
them . away altogether into ethereal! 
. vibrations or electrical energy. 
| Slr William Crookes then) gavo.a 
brief account of some investigations 
t bearing-on tho constitution of mat- 
ter and the possibility of dissociat- 
ing the chemical cloments. He re- 
marked that a number of isolatct 
hypotheses as to the existence of 
matter in an ultra-gascous state, the 
existence of material particles small- 
er than atoms, the cxistenco of elco- 
trical ‘atoms or electrons, the con- 
stitution of Rocnigen rays and their 
passage through opnaquo bodica, tho 
emanations from uranium, and the 
dissociation of tho elements were 
now welded into one harmonious 
theory by the discovery of radium, 
Alter paying a high tribute to the 
labors of 3M. and Mmo, Curie and M, 
Bemont, he proceeded to describe 
some of the charactcristic of radium. 
He said that the most striking pro- 
perty of radium was its power to 
eend forth torrents of emanations. A 
convenicnt method of observing these 
emanations was to fit  blende screen 
at the end of a brass tube with a 
spock of radium salt in front about 
a millimeter off and to have a lens 
at the other end, The c:nanations 
could then bo observed in tho form 
of scintillations on tho screen. In 
conclusion, Sir William Crookca re- 
marked with regard to this and oth- 
er experiments: 

**Indulging in a ‘scientific uso of the 
imagination’ and pushing the hypo- 
thesis of tho elcctronic constitution 
of matter to what I consider its log- 
feal limit, we may be in fact wit- 
nessing a spontaneous dissociation of 
radium—and wo begin to doubt the 
permanent stability of matter. The 
¢ehemical atom may bo actually suf- 
fering a catabolic transforination, 
but at so slow a rato that, suppos- 
Ing a million atoma fly off every 
socond, it would take a century for 
ils weight to diminish by one milli- 
sTammo. 

“It must nover be forgotten that 
theorics aro only useful so long as 
they admit of the harmonious corre 
Jation of facts Into a reasonable sys- 
tem. Dircetly a fact refuscs to 
pigeon-holed and will not be oxplain- 
ed on theoretic grounds, the theory 
tnust go or it must be revised to 
admit the new fact. The nineteenth 
century saw the birth of new views 
of atoms, electricity, and other. Our 
views to-day of the constitution of 
matter may appear satisfactory * to 
us, but how will it be at tho close 
af the twenticth century? Are wo not 
incessantly learning the Icsson that 
our researches havo only a provis- 
fonal valuc? A hundred yoars’ hence 
shall we acquiesce in’ the resolution 
of tho inaterial universe into a swarm 
of rushing electrons? 

“This fatal quality of atomic dis- 
sociation appears to be universal, 
and operates whenever “we brush a 
picce of ginss with silk; it works in 
the sunsifine and raindrops, and in 
tho lightnings.and flame; it provails 
Jin the waterfall and the storiny sea. 
And althotgh the wholo range of 
human experience is all too short to 
afford a parailax wheroby the date 
of tho extinction of matter can be 
calculated, ‘protyle,’ the ‘formless 
inist,” onco again may ,reign supreme 
and tho hour-hand of cternity will 
have completed. ono revolution.’

TEMISKAMING RAILWAY LOAN. 
Banks Lend 83,300,000 Fer One Year at 
Five Ver Cent. 


Toronto, Oct, 31.—The Temiskam- 
ing and Northern Ontario Railway 
Commission has effected through tao 
banks temporary Joans aggregating 
2,300,000, to run for upwards of a 
year from the 15th inst., at 3 per 
cent. 

Tenders received for the $2,750,000 
three und a hall per cent., thirty- 
year, gold bonds of the commission 
guaranteed by the Government were, 
with one exception, which was for a 
very small amount, on a basis to 
Nield the investor 4 per cent, These 
tenders wero regarded as favorable 
compared with prices ruling at the 
dime for other high-class securitics, 
but they were not felt to be as good 
as the commission should ultimately 
obtain, 

The members of the commission 
feel that, considering the bad bond 
markets now ruling, the arrangement 
made is an excellent. one, “affording 
as it docs an option of marketing 
the bonds at the most favorable per- 
jod.
